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long night it's looking like it's going to be an even longer morning or perhaps week with returns coming in 
right now this race is coming down to several key states in the rust belt wisconsin michigan and pennsylvania 
where there are not enough votes at this hour to characterize those states among the battleground states at 
this hour cbs news is characterizing florida as leaning toward president trump along with the state of ohio 
arizona is leaning toward joe biden pennsylvania is still a toss-up and so is north carolina the vote count is 
taking some time we have to emphasize that doesn't mean anything's wrong anything is wrong it's just taking 
a while to process the crush of mail-in votes another poll is about to close when the clock hits zero cbs news 
can characterize hawaii hawaii right as likely to vote for joe biden the 50th state is the 49th to close alaska 
closes next hour in the race to 270 electoral votes joe biden leads 187 to 111 but there is still a long way to 
go let's bring in anthony salvanto with the very latest anthony let me show you ohio which we are looking at 
as you said it is leaning towards donald trump do some very very simple math for you 89 of what we expect 
the vote to be has been counted you take the trailing candidate you say how much of a percent does he 
need to get in this case it's joe biden to catch up i run that number and now it's 88 not impossible but not 
terribly likely so this thing is definitely headed president trump's way at least for the moment at least for the 
moment you know looking in ohio at that at the white voters without a four-year college 
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white voters without a four-year college degree we talked earlier about women with a college degree but one 
of the things that donald trump did in ohio and i will watch to see if this happens in the rest of the midwest he 
increased the share of those voters so there were 43 percent of the electorate in ohio in 2016. they're 53 
according to the exit polls tonight and he did better 35 points he won the buy tonight he only won them by 30 
points in 2016. so that's what you want to do is you want to grow and do better and that's that's got to be part 
of his story in ohio then the question is is that going to be part of the story in michigan and wisconsin for 
forum the different states but not entirely different and what i wonder is what the biden camp thought they 
saw when they sent joe biden to ohio at the end there and is the same bad vision what's giving them 
confidence tonight in those midwestern states yeah they sent biden to cleveland at the request of sherrod 
brown the senator believing that he could show up do one last big rally and turn out a big margin in places 
like cuyahoga county cleveland didn't offset these gains that the president made but they remain confident 
that they're going to prevail ultimately in wisconsin michigan pennsylvania and arizona at least they're biting 
nails over north carolina and georgia right now but you know the way they see it it could be close but it's 
nowhere near over the president's deputy campaign manager rufus gifford just tweeting out we're going to 


win vice president the former excuse me uh thank you for watching yes former vice president biden's deputy 
campaign manager the titles are so different difficult yes um still trying to project this air of confidence in 
these upper midwestern states but i guess that's the question does ohio and trump's strength there signal 
something about those other upper midwestern states right and and we're that's one of the right the great 
questions you know in cuyahoga county i was just looking here where they sent vice president biden at the 
end there he basically did what hillary clinton did in ohio so he didn't improve in that 
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in ohio so he didn't improve in that that's the very strongest of democratic strongholds in the state continues 
this way it doesn't seem like the endorsement from the governor former governor john kasich made a 
difference whatsoever did it no yeah more ohioans are hospitalized with covet 19 right now than at any point 
in the pandemic so in a place where you would think that that would be a massive factor it is just interesting 
to see right it's not and we should just point out that ohio though was we predicted ohio that would likely go 
republican it really wasn't one of our you know likely toss-ups that joe biden had spent very little time there it 
was a you know fairly reliable republic it was one that he was what a surprise well he won it by 9 10 points 
2016 michigan he only won by 10 000 votes right so um it's a difference it's a different ball of wax but and 
and to both of your points in the exit polls when when ohio voters were asked which is more important 
containing the coronavirus or rebuilding the economy it was 48 47 48 containing 47 rebuilding in the other 
states in the midwest there's a much more of a focus on on containing the coronavirus and that'll be one 
thing to watch as we look at votes in in michigan and wisconsin let me say this in in all of the conversations 
that we have had with biden campaign officials in all of their scenarios to win 270 they have two states that 
are on all three scenarios and they're michigan and wisconsin those are two must-win states for the biden 
team with any other combination they could win with that so let's go to anthony salvanto to ask him about 
michigan and wisconsin if joe biden can't put those in his column it's over for him probably now let's look into 
wisconsin here overall this is the number i keep coming back to nora how much of the vote has been 
counted and i'll show you it's now at 63 percent of what's expected and again i will emphasize that this 
number of expected vote is also itself a moving target we're learning about how many votes are still to come 
in but that's our estimate for the moment now there's a 1.3 million ballots still 
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there's a 1.3 million ballots still outstanding let's find out where they are for one thing let's look at milwaukee 
okay a lot of them are in milwaukee that's going to be a democratic area so the model might estimate that joe 
biden will do well there but we're still waiting to see votes okay let's look at just south of there racine turn on 
the estimate okay 64 of the votes are counted still a long way to go there so i could go county by county and 
what you're going to see is that we are still waiting on a great deal of vote to be counted in wisconsin now i'll 
back up one second go into michigan okay michigan we've got overall 40 of the vote so again a long way to 
go headed for 5.6 million in our expected vote estimate there and i'm going to pull you back here to a couple 
of key counties in michigan and zoom in okay people do talk about macomb county at the moment heavily 
for donald trump now is that all the vote no it's not all the vote headed for almost a half million votes so only 
about a half of that has been counted but still trending towards the president okay oakland county now this is 
a little more affluent suburban county this is the kind of place democrats have wanted to win in michigan so 
far joe biden doing okay there but again same story 64 percent in not all of it so we'll get a better estimate out 
of that as more and more comes in all of it all of it adds up to a still tight grace nora debbie dingle is the 
congresswoman from the detroit area famously been quite pessimistic about her party's chances in michigan 
just a few days ago declared she thinks they'll be able to pull it off texted her a little while ago you still feel 
that way she writes back close but okay so that's a signal democrats feel they'll be able to hold on in 
michigan okay we'll see all right let's take a look now at some of the exit polls with major garrett major so 
norah and team one of the things that's most fascinating about the so-called trump effect on politics and trust 
me i saw the 2016 campaign 
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trust me i saw the 2016 campaign cover the trump white house is things that we thought we understood 
either are no longer true or not as true as they used to be so i'm going to talk to you about approval ratings 
national exit polls and i'm going to get to some battleground states and show you what i'm talking about all 
right national approval president trump 47 approved 51 disapproved this historically would be a danger zone 
for an incumbent president seeking re-election w bush narrowly won re-election in 2004 when his approval 
rating was 53 barack obama won re-election 54 so we would assume at 47 donald trump would be in real 
jeopardy well let's go to the numbers at battleground states and let me show you that the national number 
doesn't speak to where it matters the most or potentially matters the most florida approval rating 54 
disapprove 45. ohio 5444 north carolina 50-48 north carolina remains close but this is part of the dynamic the 
national mood and the battleground move sometimes do not align and in these three states the president is 
net approval positive even though nationally he trails in a way that we would ordinarily assume an incumbent 
must be in danger i think those numbers are so interesting about what people look for in a candidate you 
know you say you want integrity you say you want character you say you want truth i've even heard people 
who support him say well i wouldn't want my children to behave this way but so what are the things what do 
people want major one of the things i think is worth noting about donald trump in his approach to politics is 
this he assumes that strength always beats empathy and that economy in this environment still beats covid 
those are the two underlying theories of the case and everything about the way the trump campaign has 
conducted itself in the virus talking about it and talking about the economy reinforces both of those strength 
beats empathy economy beats covid even if it's just by 
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economy beats covid even if it's just by slight margins they believe that works all right hold on just a second 
cbs news is projecting that president trump has won the state of ohio and some news coming out of the 
biden campaign there is uh nora uh the former vice president and his wife will soon be heading to what's 
called the chase center in wilmington delaware where they're holding this drive-in rally with supporters 
expected to possibly speak later this hour one source with knowledge of all this tells our beau erickson who's 
covered the binding campaign like nobody else that the former vice president is expected to deliver a 
statement calling for patience with the vote count but he's also expected to still confidently standing with the 
results in arizona that is the state they are quite happy about right all right we may soon may be hearing from 
former vice president joe biden and dr jill biden more straight ahead we'll also check in with our 
correspondents around the country along with more poll closings projection projections and the state of the

boards in georgia the state of the race there it is a ruby red state that democrats had hoped to flip 
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state that democrats had hoped to flip in their favor you'll notice there's barely 80 percent of the vote in which 
is why we've yet to call this date even though it closed at 7 00 p.m let's check in with cbs's mark strossman 
who is in atlanta tonight and i understand mark there's some news about the vote count yeah the vote 
counting is not going to end tonight in fact georgia looks like one of those states it's not going to have full 
results until tomorrow and here's why this is fulton county which includes a chunk of atlanta it's the most 
populous county in georgia about 800 000 registered voters about 11 percent of the overall vote uh 
percentage of voters here in georgia here's what's happened the full county board of elections has sent 
home all of its tabulators for the night they said that all those employees been working hard very laboriously 
uh going through all the ballots uh since six o'clock this morning they have sent them home it's not going to 
happen tonight in fact they have only tabulated 49 percent of the vote here in fulton county and again fulton 
county is the most consequential county of all uh in the state of georgia in terms of raw numbers so this is 
just not going to happen here in georgia's now we're not going to have a definitive answer as to who won this 
date even though as you mentioned the polls have been closed since seven o'clock if you recall earlier there 
was a separate issue which is that uh at state farm arena which is where fulton county's absentee ballots 
were stored there was a water leak they had to suspend tabulation for a while until they until they until they 
got that under control we're not sure if that uh those uncounted absentee ballots are part of the overall 51 
percent of fulton county's ballots that have not been counted but in any event it's not going to happen earlier 
uh georgia secretary of state have predicted that they would get it done by midnight fulton county officials 
said that was not true that would not happen until tomorrow turns out the local officials were right the 
secretary of state was wrong this is just not going to happen and this is going to add more frustration of 
course to people who would like to get an answer as to 
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who would like to get an answer as to who has won the state of georgia but we're not going to find out tonight 
right i understand now the largest county in georgia saying they are suspending the vote count at this hour in 
fulton county do you know about how many votes that may be is it a hundred thousand don't know 500 000 i 

i i don't know nora here's the thing again 800 000 registered voters what percentage of fulton county turned 
out uh in the early voting and in today's uh and today's turnout uh don't know it is consequential of course 
this is a very heavily democratic county and so for the biden campaign in particular this has real importance 
and resonance and what we did not hear from the the county board of elections how many total votes the 
raw number of uncounted votes that's not clear all right mark strossman there in georgia with that update on 
why we will not have the full vote count in georgia i think it's worth also pausing and saying you know 
presidential historians point out that we did not know the presidential winner for certain before midnight on 
election nights in 1960 1968 1976 2000 2004 and 2016. so no one should pretend that anything is different 
about this year and of course this year is a pandemic with a record turnout in terms of so many more votes to 
count and that's why we're witnessing what we are tonight in terms of not being able to um characterize the 
race or project a winner let's check in with yes we want to see just a couple of things on fulton county hillary 
clinton won that county by 40 points that's how democratic it is and 438 000 uh voters in fulton county in 
2016 the total early vote in fulton county is 447 thousand so that was just early vote in fulton county was 
larger than the vote in 2016. so that doesn't even count what happened today so there are a lot of votes so 
you're talking about hundreds of thousands of votes it looks yes i think that's i think that's the case and if 
you're a joe biden uh supporter those are votes that you think are coming to your guy 
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that you think are coming to your guy you know nora i'm curious to see how you said you know listen don't 
be alarmed because we haven't had the vote 60 62 whatever the years were that you named the difference 
is the president has ceded the narrative that if we don't have the results tonight he's going to either take legal 
action or that the vote is rigged if it doesn't go his way so it will be interesting to see how he will accept this 
latest turn of events and gail his own homeland security department which has been briefing the press said 
that they don't expect to get results tonight a final word uh as to georgia they said there is no indication that 
the problems they're having in a number of different counties were the result of malicious activity in fact in 
gwinnett county they had to stop scanning ballots at delayed county in two other counties they had to switch 
to paper ballots because of issues there but they're saying that this was not the result of malicious activity 
this is the president's homeland security department so it is interesting to have that on the record given what 
you were just yeah it's it's a supply and demand issue didn't georgia have a problem with the vote count 
recently they did during the primary brand new voting systems this is the first time they're using them in this 
election which kind of stunned other election officials that they would go out in this election with new uh 
technology but yes they did have significant issues before that they were trying to correct so which is why 
they pushed the early vote so much in that state and it seems to paid off we should update everyone we are 
expecting to hear soon from former vice president joe biden and his wife live from wilmington delaware that's 
coming up and we'll bring that to you straight ahead we're going to take a short break [Music] you're strong

cbs's jerica duncan is in philadelphia and joins us now jerica that's right we're here in front of the 
pennsylvania convention center and we did go inside just for a brief moment there's a media staging area we 
were not able to see those election workers hard at work counting those ballots but we're told by city officials 
that they will be counting throughout the night now i can tell you that those city officials many of them seem 
very tired right now as you can imagine again you have people in there that have been there since this 
morning my understanding is that they are breaking up some of the shifts reason for all of the ballot counting 
is because you have more than 2.5 million pennsylvanians who voted by mail this year this was the first time 


this was able to happen because of the law that was passed in 2019 saying you can vote by mail without an 
excuse but the question really is who came out on november 3rd and how many people came out to vote the 
answers to those questions will provide more answers as to who will actually win pennsylvania something 
worth noting when we talk about pennsylvania obviously philadelphia is an area that joe biden is expected to 
carry but there are 67 counties here in pennsylvania many of them rural and suburban 
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suburban those are the counties to watch another thing to note governor tom wolf telling people that we may 
not have the results today but telling people again to maintain their calmness take a deep breath and be 
patient jerica duncan thank you and some cbs stations will be leaving us for local election returns the rest of 
you our coverage continues you're watching cbs news 2020 america decides from kpix 5 news this is 
campaign 2020 election night good evening i'm ken bastida and i'm elizabeth cook let's take a live look at the 
contra costa county registrar's office where so many votes came in at once took the computers about half an 
hour to spit out the first numbers just minutes ago we saw ballots arriving by the bag full to be counted at the 
santa clara county registrar's office let's get right to the statewide propositions for you tonight starting with the 
very biggest one prop 22 which would allow app-based drivers to remain independent contractors and prop 
22 with a lot of money behind it and about 27 percent of the vote in 58 yes 42 percent no and a lot at stake 
for property owners tonight prop 19 changes property tax rules homeowners over 55 years old are able to 
transfer property tax base that they had before with 30 percent of precincts reporting the yes's lead with 52 
the nose 48 and prop 15 would change commercial property tax assessment right now with 30 percent of 31 
percent of precincts reporting this one's neck and neck the yeses and no's both at 50 percent we'll keep an 
eye on this one and prop 21 allows local authorities to expand rent control right now the nose lead with 59 
percent the yes is with 41 
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with 59 percent the yes is with 41 percent also a lot of questions about criminal justice prop 20 restricts 
parole for certain offenses and uh with just early returns in right now prop 20 is uh losing right now 64 
percent no 36 percent guess prop 25 the referendum on cash bail system that is also losing in the early 
goings here 54 percent no 46 yes a lot of local tax measures on bay area ballots tonight as well that's right 
alan martin is here tracking the results for us alan yeah ladies and ken a whole alphabet to get through if you 
will but let's start in contra costa county measure x it's a half cent sales tax increase would last for 20 years 
raise 81 million dollars a year for the general fund needs a simple majority to pass and right now it is passing 
with 60 of the vote this again early returns now but 60 40 split on measure x alameda counties measure w 
another half cent hike raising about 1.5 billion dollars over 10 years that's the total amount majority vote does 
pass it and right now with early returns in it is passing with 52 south bay santa clara county's measure t 
would preserve a 24 parcel tax that money would go to parks and open spaces now this one does need a 
two-thirds majority to pass and overwhelmingly with the early returns anyway it is passing with 83 percent 
measure h would raise taxes on card rooms 15 million dollars a year coming into the city to pay for public 
services and voters are so far with early returns passing it with 75 percent of the vote ken liz those are the 
early returns we'll keep an eye on thanks still so many votes yet to be counted yeah we keep calling these 
votes they keep coming in but just creeping in at this point alan thank you for that we're going to send it back 
live to cbs news election coverage

in the east 9 30 tuesday night in the west and we are standing by to hear from the former vice president joe 
biden outside of the chase center in 
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outside of the chase center in wilmington delaware we're expecting to hear him call for patients from the 
american people because it is very clear at this hour and with so many votes still outstanding in the three key 
battleground states of wisconsin michigan pennsylvania and with voting stopped in one of the largest 
counties in georgia we are not going to be able to project a winner tonight and ed this was a scenario that the 
biden campaign was hoping wouldn't happen tonight wouldn't happen but totally you know prepared for it as 
did the trump campaign yep uh like like we said they were hoping for some kind of early victory in the 
southeast that would give them a signal that the president's opportunity to get back to 270 would be more 
difficult but uh we're holding out uh you know who would have thought plumbing issues in georgia for 
example are holding up the vote there uh we're waiting on one or two key counties in north carolina and then 
of course just the crush of absentee mailed in ballots in pennsylvania slowing things down there as well so if 
he calls for patience and is encouraged by what he's seeing in arizona and georgia there's still a chance it 
just may not happen tonight and it's not just the plumbing in fulton county and georgia i mean dekalb is 31 
percent of the voters in there are a number of stronghold democratic counties in georgia that that are very 
very slow in counting which is uh uh which means that the biden vote has not come in yet from the county 
but we've been saying this for a while that no one will be surprised if we're sitting here at this particular time 
not knowing how this is going to turn out so all is going according to plan john well it seems like two things 
are happening one president trump is doing better than a lot of the pre-election polling showed and then 
you've got these hiccups like whatever's happening in georgia um adding another flavor to why it may take a 
little bit longer which has been a staple of the trump campaign you cannot believe the polls and they've been 
saying that since 2016 and it seems that maybe that might bear out tonight with some of the the the 
advantages that they some of the gains that they've made tonight it's worth noting that i mean we always 
expect to have an indication 
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we always expect to have an indication of the direction but technically yes you don't really have to have a 
certified election until well into december right so gear up for some litigation here yeah but i hope we're not 
still sitting here the five of us in december right nothing personal but we've got other things we had i bathed 
you know we should because we are expecting any moment now to hear from the bidens let's go to joe 
biden headquarters nicole killian standing by there in wilmington delaware and nicole tell me what you're 
hearing well you have seen more supporters start to file in and there is a mix of confidence but also 
nervousness here and as you mentioned we do expect the former vice president to urge patients tonight with 
a vote count and i do want to emphasize that this is a scenario that the campaign has put out there you know 
i talked to one top campaign official who cautioned that this could be election week not necessarily election 
night the campaign has also stressed that they know states like michigan wisconsin pennsylvania could take 
longer to count and they were prepared for that a top democratic official in michigan telling me tonight they're 
still confident that joe biden can win michigan it may not be decisive but they do expect him to pull out that 
win it's just a matter of waiting for the vote count according to this official and so keep in mind that with all 
that being said certainly as you have referenced the campaign ideally wanted to set the tone tonight if states 
like north carolina florida georgia possibly broke their way obviously there's still some uncertainty there with 
some of those races but you know by and large i also want to point out that the campaign had this strategy of 
17 battleground states that they were targeting states they wanted to protect states they wanted to win back 
and states they wanted to expand and for that reason that was a way that they could kind of 
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that was a way that they could kind of play around and and carve out a variety of different paths to 270 so 
again while there is still a sense of confidence here tonight also a sense of caution and and that's really what 
the campaign has kind of been telling us all along all right nicole killian there in wilmington delaware and as 
soon as the former vice president takes the stage we will bring that to you live we had also heard that we 
might hear from the president uh donald trump at some point tonight or now i guess we're in the morning no 
word yet from the white house on that but certainly we would bring you any remarks live as well want to 
check in um with major garrett who has some new information for us on the exit poll data well not exit polls 
nora we're going to talk about the vote count why will take a little bit of time and i want to quote both 
campaigns trump and biden what is their attitude about voting every vote counts every vote count in a 
verified and accurate way well to do that in a pandemic you have to respond to a much larger percentage of 
votes by mail absentee ballots which we have a lot of i want to show you a map of our battleground states 
that we've identified for this election and then from that i'm going to show you that oh okay we're going to 
look back at the camera okay so we have 13 battleground states but there are three states we've already 
zeroed in on tonight and the implications of absentee ballots there will be very large so pennsylvania has two 
and a half million absentee ballots that have come in not incidentally 400 000 of them coming into 
philadelphia wisconsin has 1.9 million absentee ballots michigan 2.8 million all three of these states could not 
even begin to process those ballots until today seven counties in pennsylvania won't even touch those 
absentee ballots until tomorrow and these are all under rules established by the states ratified by the courts 
they are not in dispute so that it takes time is in accordance with the rules patience is required and nothing is 
awry 
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patience is required and nothing is awry that doesn't mean there will be won't be legal challenges to come 
but you can't challenge things as we know them now the process is being followed the absentee ballots are 
larger than they've ever been in these three states they all loom large on the electoral college map we know 
that now patience is advised and to get an accurate and verified account patients must be recognized and 
that's a good point we are certainly patient and as people are awaiting the results i i want to bring in anthony 
salvanto because he'll be able to tell us exactly how little of the vote is actually in in those states in the um 
upper midwest that that major was just talking about can we go through some of those states we can indeed 
let's start in wisconsin big picture 63 of what we expect there to be of 3.6 million is in now you see every 
county on the map here is lit up with something that means there has been some vote vote reported the 
question is what is the mix of that vote is it election day which we believe favors the president or is it early 
vote and mail vote which would favor joe biden it's a little bit hard to tell at the moment now let me walk you 
through a couple of the key counties that we'll be watching okay i i've talked about well let's go to workshop 
okay not much of that is still left to count 72 000 votes but could be really important question is what kind of 
vote is it i'll go back again look statewide i'm going to go to milwaukee this is really important for democrats 
that is by and large still outstanding only 36 percent of milwaukee has been counted so until you see whether 
or not joe biden can really run up a margin there your vote model overall for the state is going to be more 
uncertain now let me go and show you michigan very much the same story okay you're going to see a lot of 
red 
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okay you're going to see a lot of red and you're going to see a few areas of blue this is the case in almost 
every state democrats living in cities and suburban areas otherwise rural areas more republican now that's 
your count statewide 54 44. but then let's zoom in again i'm going to look at wayne county in detroit that is a 
relatively paltry number compared to the almost a million ballots almost a million ballots still to count in 
wayne county so long way to go what all that adds up to and that's a good explanation of just how much 
further we have to go and the potential litigation that also exists given that there is a vote count still anead 
um that as the race is going to hinge on these states that uh it will be a battle of the lawyers in many ways 
and could end up not only in the courts but perhaps the nation's highest court there's still more to there's still 
more to find out we just don't know at this point we pledged everybody at the beginning that we would be 


transparent from the beginning we would let everybody know as soon as we can and call it a race when we 
can but we wouldn't rush this process but it's safe to say lawyers are somewhere sharpening their pencils 
because they know they're going to get a couple of jobs coming out of this very soon rather than well in fact 
and and ed will probably know the numbers better than i do but i know at least on the biden team they had 
already had several hundred lawyers right back they would say thousands across the country at least ona 
volunteer basis ready to to file if necessary a smaller core of hundreds certainly that we're ready in some of 
the biggest states well the rnc already had 40 lawsuits in different states there were something like 400 
almost total with different interest groups in the state level but some of these things were anticipated there 
was arguing in each state because it is a 50 state race about how long the window could be during which 
ballots could be received exactly what you talked about earlier nora with drop boxes and the like state by 
state how you vote has has changed this year in many places due to 
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changed this year in many places due to the pandemic and in other places there were virtually no 
accommodations made due to the pandemic five in particular i still go back guys to the question that i asked 
earlier why there can't be with with the technology that we have today why there can't be some kind of 
automated system that no matter where you live you fill out the same kind of form you know sure the the 
timing may be different depending on the state that you're in i don't understand why as we sit here in 2020. 
and no one i know can answer that question tonight but i don't know why we sit here in 2020 that there isn't 
some automatic automated simple way for us all together because of the federalist system because it's state 
by state that they administer it but i've had us intelligence officials current informer raise this saying we need 
to have a real conversation about how we administer these things in our country not saying the federal 
government takes everything over but after 2000 when they had the big problems in florida there was a 
major infusion of federal dollars in helping the state's upgrade a lot of these states as we know are pretty 
cash-strapped right now right they've been having a lot of budget problems not everyone is prioritizing 
investing in their systems there were some studies over the summer that said they needed four billion dollars 
to help modernize these these election systems to avoid some of the problems we're seeing tonight nobody 
has four billion dollars right now for that kind of well at least we don't have to worry about anybody going 
blind looking at chads but i think there's so much at stake that they would figure this out as well and it's been 
a long time since that month is infused exactly good point and as you can see we're taking live pictures from 
wilmington delaware where there is a drive-in as a standard for the biden campaign and uh joe biden's 
motorcade arrived just a short time ago nicole killian is there and witnessed the reaction from the crowd 
nicole give us a flavor for what it's like there well a lot of honking horns not too long ago and i'm sure we will 
hear more once the former vice president takes the stage he is expected to be accompanied by his wife dr jill 
biden and i hear an announcement 
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dr jill biden and i hear an announcement right now so i'm going to step out of the way so you can take this 
[Music] perfect time [Music] i hear his voice perfect timing [Applause] [Music] good evening your patience is 
commendable we knew this was gonna go wrong but who knew we're gonna go into maybe tomorrow 
morning maybe even longer but look we feel good about where we are we really do [Applause] [Music] i'm 
here to tell you tonight we believe we're on track to win this election [Applause] we knew because of the 
unprecedented early vote in the mail-in vote that's going to take a while we're going to have to be patient 
until we uh the hard work of tallying the votes is finished and it ain't over until every vote is counted every 
ballot is counted [Music] [Applause] but we're feeling good we're feeling good about where we are we believe 
one of the nets has suggested we've already won arizona but we're confident about arizona that's a 
turnaround we also just called it from minnesota and we're still in the game in georgia although that's not 
what we expected [Applause] and we're feeling real good about wisconsin and michigan [Music] 
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[Music] [Applause] and by the way it's going to take time to count the votes we're going to win pennsylvania 
i'm talking to folks in philly allegheny county scranton and they're really encouraged by the turnout and what 
they see look you know we can know the results as early as tomorrow morning but it may take a little longer 
as i've said all along it's not my place or donald trump's place to declare who's won this election that's the 
decision of the american people but i'm optimistic about this outcome and i want to thank every one of you 
who came out and voted in this election and by the way chris coons and the democrats congratulations here 
in delaware [Applause] hey john you're the gov yeah like the whole team man you've done a great job i'm 
grateful to the poll workers to our volunteers our canvassers everyone who participated in this democratic 
process and i'm grateful to all of my supporters here in delaware and all across the nation thank you thank 
you thank you and folks you heard me say it before every time i walk out of my grandpa's house up in 
scranton he'd yell joey keep the faith and my grandmom when she's laughing oh no joey spread it keep the 
faith guys we're gonna win this thank you thank you thank you your patience is great let's walk over 
[Applause] here [Music] and some short remarks there by the former vice president calling for patients saying 
that they're doing better than 
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saying that they're doing better than expected in arizona as another network has called that race for arizona 
but cbs news at this hour is saying that it is likely biden we've not made a full projection on that race also 
noting that the biden team feels like they're doing well still in georgia with so much of the vote outstanding in 
key democratic counties uh that are voter rich in democratic votes thank talk to you tomorrow he also 
suggested nora that minnesota has been called that's another one that we have not at cbs at least called for 
him although it's likely to be one of his he said i believe we're on track to win this election he called for 
patience it ain't over until every ballot is counted he added later we may know the results by tomorrow if that 
parking lot looks familiar it's the same one from which he accepted the democratic nomination in wilmington 
but this this seems to be designed to allow everyone to go home and clear that parking lot yeah i don't know 
most parking lots parking lots look all the same to me but i understand that that is a special shade of gray 
though nora but i will never get used to i don't think i know it's a pandemic i get it that you know you can't talk 
in front of a crowd you're just sitting in your car honking and that that that that now means applause i'm really 
glad you bring this up because i think this this may end up being one of the either master strokes of the biting 
campaign or the biggest blunder of them all they decided to keep him off the trail well well let's see they kept 
them off the trail for most of the summer understandably because of the pandemic and what have 
republicans been saying look at the thousands of people who show up to the president's rallies these people 
all vote biden can't get 12 people to show up to and a lot of them are getting sick too though they are look at 
that they are a lot of people who attend the trump rally but the broader point they're making is even though 
there's a pandemic yeah even though everyone's at home yeah voters have to be contacted doors have to 
be knocked on and the body came didn't really do buying campaign didn't do much well but pennsylvania 
was his most visited state at 
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at four visits no no no no 19 total since june okay but should you be penalized for following the rules and 
practicing social distancing he hasn't necessarily been yet i'm just saying there will probably be a debate 
among those who run campaign why was it so important for biden to come out early before president trump 
well you want to give your supporters a shot in the arm you want to suggest also that um i mean there there 
there's both the counting competition and then there's the public shaping of the debate competition um and 
you know preemptively get in front of the president to say this is all natural and normal before the president 
who has it's not over all right we've still got lots to talk about a lot ahead we're going to take a short break be 
sure to download the cbs news app to track all your local races on your phone or tablet cbs news 2020

broken pipes broken pipe in one particular issue we're also expecting to hear from president trump tonight i 
want to bring in wijang at the white house where the president has been watching the returns in a note that 
we will not report anything that is inaccurate on our air but certainly characterize how the campaigns are 
feeling at this hour weeja nora the president is watching the returns and apparently watching the former vice 
president because as soon as joe biden left the stage the president fired off a pair of tweets he said i will be 
making a statement tonight a big win he also said we are up big but they are trying to steal the election we 
will never let them do it votes cannot be cast after the polls are closed of course for those of us who have 
covered president trump for several years we will never try to interpret what he means but we can only tell 
you what he has said up to this point and it seems like he is talking about mail-in ballots which he uh started 
sewing doubt about months and months ago it seems like he's talking about all the votes that will be counted 
after election day that's because he bluntly said as much many times during his last round of rallies to 
supporters saying that we ought to know by the end of tonight sorry by the end of november third the results 
and the votes of every uh race of course that's not going to happen and so now he's beginning to say look 
they're trying to steal it away from us this tells us where his president is tweeting that the election it should 
end on november 3rd is a blatantly a historical closing argument votes in a fair election have been counted 
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fair election have been counted past election night every vote should be counted and tabulated is exactly at 
the heart of a democracy in america is the greatest democracy in the world and we should just stop for a 
moment we we've all interviewed national security officials who are working in the administration to keep 
rumors from spreading and keep people from undermining the the election and this kind of report is at odds 
with what work they're doing right and parroting that as well some cbs stations will be leaving us for local 
election returns for the rest of you our coverage continues you're watching cbs news 2020 america decides 
from kpix 5 news this is campaign 2020 election night good evening i'm elizabeth cook and i'm ken bessette 
and we are tracking the big state and local races tonight as the results come in now let's get right to the 
statewide propositions beginning with the biggest one prop 22 that would allow app-based drivers to remain 
independent contractors and right now that one is winning with about 58 percent of the vote 58 to 42 percent 


on to prop 16 this would repeal the ban on affirmative action in state hiring and admissions right now with 51 
percent of precincts reporting the nose lead with 54 percent the yeses follow with 46 and prop 21 allows local 
authorities to expand rent control right now with 51 percent of precincts reporting the nose lead with 59 the 
yes is 41 and prop 15 would change commercial property tax assessments right now with 51 percent of 
precincts reporting this one's the tough ones neck and neck both yes and no at 50 percent starting to get a 
lot of numbers in now prop 24 amends consumer privacy laws the yes vote 57 the no vote 43 percent let's 
take a live look at the registrar's office in santa clara county the polls have been closed there nearly 
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the polls have been closed there nearly two hours now election workers hard at work counting all those 
ballots thousands of them tens and hundreds of thousands of them the county saw record numbers for early 
voters and in contra costa county officials at the registrar of voters office there in martinez are telling ballots 
right now as you can see these live pictures coming in over the last hour and a half alone more than twenty 
thousand ballots have been counted bringing the total up to three hundred fourteen thousand just tonight and 
officials hope to get to four hundred thousand before the night is over bay area voters weighing in on several 
police reform measures this election i want to check in with alan martin right now who's following those 
results alan yeah guys let's go ahead and start in san jose with measure g it would expand the authority of 
the independent police auditor in a review of any police use of force incident that results in serious bodily 
injury now this takes a simple majority to pass but it is being passed overwhelmingly with almost 75 percent 
of the vote counted 80 percent voting yes in san francisco police reform it's actually the sheriff's department 
creates an oversight board and an office of inspector general to review the sheriff's department again 
majority passes and with just the early returns counted in san francisco county 68 percent of voters voting in 
favor of that and then we have prop e which repeals mandatory staffing levels for the san francisco police 
department those were set back in 1994 by the way and it is passing with 73 percent the early returns being 
counted in the city of san francisco across the bay oakland's measure s-1 that would beef up the city's police 
commission create a new office of inspector general again early returns but 81 percent of voters today 
saying yes they want that to happen in their city a lot of these reform measures are being passed in terms of 
law enforcement yeah there 
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in terms of law enforcement yeah there there's uh also one one other in berkeley we're going to keep an eye 
on get back that's measure i i a lot of police reform measures out there we'll keep an eye on that thank you 
allen and let's go live to a group of people gathered at oakland's francogawa plaza near city hall people there 
standing in a circle holding banners gathering peacefully right now awaiting the election results and we're 
going to send it back to cbs news election coverage but keep an eye on the bottom of your screen there we'll 
be updating our local races all evening long you can watch cbsn bay area 24 7. it's easy to find us and it's

still in white are the battleground states that are still tossups or still too close to call at this hour because not 
all of the vote has been counted that's right remnants from chapter one georgia and north carolina and then 
and then chapter two is gonna be uh it's gonna be a long one uh pennsylvania michigan and wisconsin how's 
our puzzle looking john that we started out with at seven o'clock well you know yesterday we you know as 
we said at the beginning sometimes we're going to look at it it's going to the picture's going to look this way 
and then it's going to change yeah and so we've had a lot of interesting conversations about the way the 
country sorts these two different candidates what they what their fears are what their hopes are and how 
they they have totally different coalitions who have you know you were saying earlier about kogan 19 uh that 
you were saying that you know shouldn't a candidate be penalized if they don't follow the rules i think you 
can make a case that donald trump is benefiting from not following yes because of the way in which that 
reasserts that kind of anti-political correctness that is so much a part of the the kind of cultural connection he 
makes with his his uh voters so in fact in his case he would have been the opposite of good politically for him 
if he had if he had sort of been where where his public health officials were well especially since he got 
coveted 19 and i think many people thought well maybe since he's been through it he'll understand you know 
how serious it is you know he at least we know it he had breathing he was on oxygen for at least two times 
that we know about so people thought well maybe he'll have 
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so people thought well maybe he'll have a different attitude when he came out in fact he came out and 
doubled down really ignoring all of his own experts really well remember that the president had access to 
health care that no other american is absolutely has he had the nation's top military doctors at walter reed 
caring for him this is the greatest the greatest doctors in the world the greatest facility in the world to treat the 
president as he should and other united states senators and military officials who get treated there he was 
also given experimental drug that cost over a hundred thousand dollars a year the regeneron monoclonal 
antibody which again is not available to the general public so he was given what is the very best of america 
as should the president of the united states and so his outcome was remarkably different certainly than 
almost every other senior that is the age of 74 and slightly obese as the president of the united states is so 
he had a different outcome because he had the best of american care now the question remains about way 
he acted and if you look closely many people say that when he returned to the white house that event that 
we covered live and he ripped that mask off that that was a sign that was assigned to the very people that 
that john is referring to that believe that that mask is a way of infringing on my freedoms that i will be 
liberated from those that ask me to behave a certain way that i am uniquely an american because i can do 
whatever i want now that is antithetical to other people who believe that in fact we're all part of a social 
contract where we protect one another with a mask and that really is the clash of these two values that have 
come head to head tonight and you're exactly right and and that's sort of adjacent to can you handle a 
pandemic that hits the country and kills over 230 000 americans i mean that's the other part of this which is is 
the president good at doing his job which is a distinct category from what nora just talked about which is that 
cultural debate that's that's around how you behave in response just now that massacre now our political hot 
potato and now become polarizing that that that has now become an issue that you know 
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that you know i've seen interviews with women that say people in in the crowds that say well you know if he 
says we should wear a mask i would wear a mask the president's words have great power great power and 
leslie stahl asked him that during that 60 minutes in november don't you but it it brings us back to this cultural 
divide that you know is it about trump or is it about something broader in our society but we come back time 
and again to these parallel realities of america right now i mean gail you're probably thinking as am i of the 
people who are questioning whether they should have thanksgiving dinner with family members and whether 
it's safe in the coming weeks and i'm not going to because of that but then we're talking about another part of 
america that's saying it's all it's all a conspiracy it's not that serious and look you can recover from it and 


that's why i think it's important to remind people that it's not just about the death count which is staggering it's 
about getting ill in the first place right it's about the how it has really brought a halt to the economy in large 
parts it is about the cost that gets associated with them and you're talking about a decade of economic 
progress for women that was just wiped out in a matter of a few months um and that's why that question of is 
it the economy or the coronavirus and prioritize it it almost doesn't get at what you're talking about that it's 
just the same sort of disruptor approach from 2016 all over again yet there have been shifts in the electorate 
and even though this is a very close race tonight so have most of the other recent presidential elections 
really barack obama was an outlier i mean he was one of the only three presidents in the in the 21st century 
that essentially won over 52 percent of the vote that was considered a blowout what barack obama did that 
wide of a march and the most other these recent elections have been very narrow in scope certainly in 2016 
the race was decided by 77 000 votes in in three states we have a deeply divided country it existed before 
the pandemic it exists again tonight and yet that's why i think while these exit polls 
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why i think while these exit polls offer us a glimpse not a definitive answer into what we have seen some 
shifts we've seen some shifts among independents back towards the democratic side we've seen college- 
educated women shift we've also seen latinos in florida shift towards president trump in in miami-dade 
county so those are all part of this puzzle piece that we're putting together just what our country believes 
what our country wants all of that incredibly important what we're sifting through tonight and nora what i want 
to know is who are we as a country you know some of the answers that i hear and what i see are just very 
troubling to me i want to know who are we we're not going to represent there are 50 states that are able to 
choose who we want to be and and that's you know that's the well uncomfortable part of democracy it really 
is the uncomfortable part of democracy that there may be people that you so strongly disagree with and think 
are completely totally wrong but everybody gets a vote exactly which is a hundred percent true in the ca in 
the campaign in the election where of course and you already talked about this the common good where it 
gets tricky of course is when you have a public health issue where your own individual liberty is not the whole 
part of the equation because how you behave affects how other people behave and we've seen where there 
have been super spreader events from people who are making an individual liberty choice but they are not 
the only ones who feel the repercussions because they've got our events at the white house you know yeah 
and that and that when for for somebody exercising their uh individual liberty you're also getting into it don't 
tread on me you're treading on somebody else's liberty and that's of course another way in which this cuts 
we can't emphasize enough at this hour if people are waiting for different results in those days we are likely 
not going to have a projection tonight about who will be the next president of the united states they have 
already paused some of the voting in georgia a key state there where president trump currently according to 
the current vote count holds a lead but there's still a large number of votes that are outstanding in key 
democratic counties there pennsylvania has already said they're not going to be able to count much of the 
vote there they'll start 
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much of the vote there they'll start again tomorrow morning and we're still waiting for more information out of 
uh wisconsin and michigan and georgia where there's a major garrett who has some more information for us 
major exit poll data as we've discussed all night the vote tabulation tells you who won and lost exit polls 
answer the question why so let's talk about the states we've just most recently called florida and iowa i'm 
going to walk you through a lot of data so bear with me it's an interesting story let's go to florida first and 
break down why it was that president trump won and we have to acknowledge one somewhat comfortably 
based on the historical way that florida typically has razor thin margins it wasn't that razor threatened look at 
the look at the trump coalition white voters 61 38 men 53-44 seniors 52-47 those who thought the economy 
was most important in florida broke 84-15 for the president i also want to tell you about latino voters in florida 
joe biden carried latino voters 52-47 hillary clinton carried latino voters in florida in 2016 by 27 percentage 
points so there was an enormous shift there i want to know take you to iowa not so much about who but 
some areas within iowa urban voters in iowa biden carries them 61-37 suburban voters in iowa biden carries 


them 51-47 the rural vote in iowa this is the tail of the tape donald trump wins 60-38 and of those three 
regions in iowa the rural vote was slightly larger in percentage than the urban vote or the suburban vote 
donald trump did not win iowa by as much as he won in 2016. he wanted to buy nine and a half points then 
but guess what he still won it he still might win yes win is a win i think that latino vote is incredibly interesting 
in miami-dade and of course that the latino population there is different in miami-dade than perhaps in texas 
or in arizona or what you may traditionally know but this is having a huge impact on other races in that 
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a huge impact on other races in that state right and it is in fact uh i i don't know that we've called it but there 
were two joe biden essentially took dragged down two democratic members of congress to women to 
freshmen tonight uh in the miami area donna schaller was trailing at one point tonight the former health and 
human services secretary and debbie mercur powell losing to the city's former republican mayor there in 
miami just a complete utter failure by democrats tonight to turn out to vote in miami-dade and we have to 
look at the latino vote in florida at this point from now on probably needs to be set aside and discussed 
separately from the latino vote just about everywhere else in this country and republicans have done a 
masterful job since jeb bush won the governorship in that state of wooing and cultivating hispanic support 
and doing and saying just enough and and spending time talking to them in ways that democrats for 
whatever reason just haven't sorted out isn't the hispanic population miami-dade two-thirds of the population 
roughly i would i would defer to it and it is predominantly cuban and the president running around uh the 
country for the past four years talking about the dangers of socialism wasn't only designed to you know yeah 
use the billy club government it was designed to win elections in france nobody's cuba policy wasn't a favor 
there either right one other thing we've got so much more to talk about but we're going to get to some 
business here need to take a short break break you can take a brick and do whatever you want with it if you 
need to [Laughter] um be sure to download the cbsn app to track all your local races on your phone or tablet

has not necessarily hit a dead end but it has certainly hit a couple of pretty serious detours let's take a look at 
where things stand right now first of all the road is not going to go through south carolina because we are 
now projecting that lindsey graham has won re-election there and in fact just a short time ago his democratic 
opponent jamie harrison conceded so we've got a little bit of that video queued up you can hear what he had 
to say we proved that a new south is rising tonight only slowed us down but a new south with leaders who 
reflect the community and serve the interests of everyone will be here soon enough i like to congratulate 
senator graham on a hard fart campaign and a long career in congress you know senator graham and i may 
have our differences but i hope he will maintain the spirit of cooperation he's known for while we 
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of cooperation he's known for while we take a step forward in creating a new south so jamie harrison who 
raised more money than any senate candidate this cycle about a hundred million dollars goes down in defeat 
tonight lindsey graham also spoke he said that all the money that people from new york and california spent 
on this election was a big waste of money and it's the worst return on investment in the history of american 
politics so he certainly had a lot on his mind another detour for uh for democrats at this hour take a look we 
are moving a couple of races in the republicans direction starting with iowa which is now leaning republican 
joni ernst who has been locked in a tough battle with teresa greenfield we now are moving that uh leaning 
republican and of course we have already projected that president trump is going to win that state so let's 
look at what's still outstanding at this hour not that many options for democrats left north carolina it's still a 
toss-up technically but we've got about 94 percent of the vote in and at this point tom tillis has uh 48.7 he's 
got about a two point lead there so that's not looking great for democrats then you go to maine where only 
about 50 percent of the vote is in yet and in fact uh susan collins as challenger sarah gideon has point blank 
said we're not going to know a winner tonight not clear why they are voting so slowly there but they've also 
got a a ranked choice system if nobody gets to 50 percent then you've got to go to other people's second 
and third choices so it looks like we may not know the results of that race interesting though we have a race 
on our hands in montana kind of a sleeper uh steve bullock versus steve danes it's the battle of the steves 
steve daines running for re-election the republican there steve bullock of course the the governor former 
governor and uh very 
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the governor former governor and uh very well known in this state probably the only democrat who could be 
giving a republican a run for their money in montana chuck schumer and other democratic officials begged 
him to get into this race after he decided to pack it up in the presidential primary and so that is a close race 
right now because of hickenlooper in colorado so you have two failed presidential democratic presidential 
candidates hickenlooper who won in colorado and maybe bullock in montana who had to be dragged kicking 
and screaming into those senate content nancy does it say anything that um that jamie harrison and lindsey 
graham that jamie came in the end it wasn't so close but for a while it was sort of neck and neck where jamie 
harrison seemed to have a really good shot at it it appeared he did and this is another race like north carolina 
where deep pocketed republican groups came charging into the rescue they poured tens of millions of 
dollars into the race you had lindsey graham himself going on fox news did they spend any money ona 
ground game or was it just an air war because it seems like democrats did very poorly at turning out their 
voters yeah yeah i mean in south carolina it's always difficult for democrats to get to get over that hump but 
but absolutely all right cbs news projects right now that president trump has won the lone star state of texas 
that will slide into those 38 electoral votes will slide into donald trump's column in the race for 270 votes i've 
got to take a short break but john has a huge thought on his mind i literally that's the tease starting to come 
out so that's gonna have to stay with us i can't wait and it's so brilliant i don't know the point is i can't wait so

not be true at the end of the night that was a very good point norah that he made we are seeing that it was 
worth waiting for it was it was worth waiting the point that we're hearing is that not only has there been 
incredible turnout in the early vote and mail-in but also at the polls today that has waited in favor of president 
trump and many of those states that we're calling tonight of course we have got if you look at that map right 
behind us in times square as you see here those last remaining five states of the notable nine that we started 
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notable nine that we started the night with that is what this presidential election will come down to some of 
them of course the upper midwest wisconsin michigan pennsylvania were the path for donald trump in the 
last election and of course north carolina and georgia were states that uh joe biden was trying to flip this time 
around we'll have much more straight ahead we'll be right back [Music] from kpix 5 news this is campaign 
2020 election night welcome back and good evening i'm ken bastida and i'm elizabeth cook we are tracking 
the big state and local races as results slowly come in let's start with the most expensive ballot measure in 
california history prop 22 app-based drivers as independent contractors right now the yeses lead with 58 
percent the nose with 42 and this is with 61 percent of precincts reporting prop 16 would repeal the ban on 
affirmative action in state hiring and admissions and the yes vote is 45 percent no is winning now at 55 
percent prop 21 allows local authorities to expand rent control right now the nose lead with 59 the yes is with 
41 and this is with 61 percent of precincts reporting prop 19 changes property tax rules homeowners over 55 
are able to transfer their property tax base to new property that they buy and with just about 61 percent of the 
vote in the yes vote is winning at 52 percent well bay area vote counting machines are running at full blast 
right now and ballots are still pouring in by the truckload it could be a while before some of these contests 
can be officially called 
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can be officially called transportation a hot topic on bay area ballots for sure alan martin is tracking the 
results of that measure that would be a lifeline for caltrain certainly would you guys measure rr appears to be 
well on its way to passing tonight voters in san francisco san mateo and santa clara counties all have to be 
on board so to speak because it needs a two-thirds vote combined to pass now the eighth of a cent tax 
would raise a hundred million dollars a year for caltrain and in san francisco our are being passed 
overwhelmingly with the early returns anyway 75 percent people saying that tax is worth it and on in san 
mateo county here's how voters are feeling about it much the same in the early return 73 percent yes and 
finally in santa clara county in silicon valley measure rr with 60 of their vote tallied 69 percent of voters are in 
favor of that tax to keep caltrain on the move berkeley voters weighing in on measure g g it would raise uh 
that it would tax actually the ride share users 50 cents a ride when the trips start in the city raising money for 
the general fund for the city needs just a majority to pass but it is passing with 61 percent just three percent 
of the precincts reporting so far antioch measure t set city growth boundaries just to limit the development 
there now supporters say it would help cut down on the traffic that is sure to come with development needs a 
majority to pass and it is passing in the early returns well passing 80 percent passing guys so those are just 
a few of the things we're keeping track of all right people seem to be in favor of transportation issues this 
year yeah and it's interesting to watch actually when you go to the registrar's office how fast those machines 
are hard they're working right now just to manage all these ballots that are being counted it's still we're in for 
a long night i have a feeling with some of these measures no question alan thank you for that we're going to 
send it back to cbs news election coverage our local coverage continues right now on cbsn bay area

for president or when we will know we do not expect that we will make 
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know we do not expect that we will make a projection this evening the counting will stretch well into 
wednesday and beyond in some key states in the past hour joe biden asked supporters for patients president 
trump has tweeted that he will make a statement as well but it is getting late there are expected guests that 
are apparently still at the white house tonight let's take a look now at what we started the evening with our 
notable nine because we said these these states would determine who becomes the next president of the 
united states cbs news has projected that president trump has won in florida ohio and iowa arizona is likely 
to go for joe biden however michigan wisconsin pennsylvania georgia and north carolina are all rated as 
toss-ups at this hour with substantial portions of the vote still to be counted at this moment president trump 
leads in the electoral vote count 209 to 196 as both candidates inch closer to 270. remarkable to think just 
where we are at this hour the um all of the the biden scenarios to win the white house included a version of 
wisconsin and michigan yes but those are must wins for them they can win without pennsylvania they can 
win without florida but now that they've got arizona likely in their column they need to have two of those 


upper midwest states yep and um unless georgia unless there's something happening in georgia and then 
they can trade basically georgia for one of those two midwestern states right it's interesting when we look at 
michigan you know that's one of those again state by state different rules 24 000 people registered to vote 
today in real aid of michigan yeah they have said they have same day registration which is pretty incredible 
today where we don't know which parts of the state i'll try to get that for you but i mean that just tells you 
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mean that just tells you as you know the number crunchers try to figure out who's from where and what there 
is a new element of to this election in terms of who's turning up yeah and may raise a lot of questions for the 
army of lawyers on both sides of this that are ready to litigate each part of this final vote tally as it comes 
down to counting in these next several days perhaps weeks as they sift through the votes still left to be 
counted and the question that that people keep asking where are the absentee ballots it really is conceivable 
that you got an absentee ballot and never turned it in yeah you know i know someone that found it above the 
what do you call it the visor of the car right you know they had stuck it up there forgot all about it that it was 
there i mean it doesn't mean that something untoward happened because what about this person nothing 
they didn't vote at all well they went they went in person yeah they they went in person my wife brought my 
she took her ballot in with her and said i i want to vote in person yeah they just did it in person okay the 
answer to your question norah the top cities in michigan where that registration happened detroit ann arbor 
grand rapids and kalamazoo so that's actually split yeah that's two heavily democratic cities two that favor 
republicans a little more so right what a day what a day indeed yeah all right let's check in with anthony 
salvanto because he's one that's sifting through all of this data over at the decision desk with all of the great 
experts that work here at cbs news you guys have done an amazing job tonight and every day leading up to 
this election we thank you for that and thank you norah and uh yeah everybody here is working hard and it's 
been a long day and it's been a long night and we are sticking with this but let me show you wisconsin at this 
point the thing i keep coming back to showing everybody is you look at the vote count what's expected 
there's probably 890 000 votes still outstanding but the other big difference that i keep emphasizing is we 
aren't sure if this is all election day or if this is a lot of absentee that's still outstanding okay now i'm going to 
show you michigan as well and to your point i 
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michigan as well and to your point i mean we were talking about this for a week leading up to this that 
everything might not be decided on election night because these were the slower counting states lo and 
behold this is where we are i'm going to look at detroit for example that number that count right there where 
you see joe biden leading in detroit represents only a fraction 37 percent of all the expected votes and this 
number itself may actually move there may be more out of detroit to still count so again it might take a while 
it might take all night it might take into tomorrow but we will be here looking at it and again let me show you 
one more thing let me show you north carolina okay we still have a little bit all around the state see the areas 
in blue going for joe biden i'm going to look at charlotte right here i'm going to show you the outstanding vote 
not a lot of it 95 so that's pretty much in i'm going to show you raleigh durham there's raleigh outstanding 
vote 94 in that's how you get a picture of a very close race any any differences small differences can shift 
this race even though almost all the votes in some of these big counties have been processed hey anthony 
yeah we promised we wouldn't do this till late in the night but it's time to do it the second congressional 
district of nebraska where are we to be totally transparent some other places have called it for joe biden okay 
why have we not yet or are we ready to do that uh we're getting closer on that but we are waiting for a couple 
of other counties to come in and we're just uh guys and this is why this is important taking it one step at a 
time ed okay because the binding campaign now says if they've won that one electoral vote because the 
cornhusker state doles them out depending on the congressional district right they can afford to lose 
pennsylvania hold michigan wisconsin and arizona and get to 270. so we have hit the point now where we're 
playing with nebraska and maine in ways that we haven't had to play with them before right but they're doing 
the math that way now 
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but they're doing the math that way now explain to everybody who may be just tuning in or you know coming 
you know just coming home late coming home late saying what's going on he's coming home there's a 
couple of states that divide up their electoral code nebraska maine nebraska and maine which divided up by 
congressional districts and if we do get down to that point then everybody gets a giant civics lesson out of 
the crazy way that americans and it's the omaha area mm-hmm yeah yeah but oh how that might happen if 
that's what the biden folks are hanging focus on yeah it's once they're seventy well they've had multiple 
packs i understand yeah yeah yeah but of all the paths this is the one that leaves your whiskers at a close 
shave yeah yeah i i'm still i'm still more interested in seeing what we get out of these big counties in and 
around atlanta yeah we're all watching that gannett's in so that's pretty much done john has a question so 
yeah um can i on on georgia in particular um fulton county you know there's still a fair amount of that left out 
does your model uh incorporate what you've learned today about the day of vote from the trump voters in 
other words as you try to anticipate what the final votes left to be counted are do you have a new way of 
thinking about those based on what you've learned in the turnout today from the from the trump voters yes 
the difference is and the uncertainty comes in is we don't know how many of each are left so if you model it 
and you say okay we think he's doing this way and you know in case 60 70 percent on the absentee but how 
many are there and that's where the uncertainty in the model comes in yes if in fact there are a lot of them 
still left then joe biden can still win the state and to remind so when you say the absentee are you talking 
about the absentee that can come in till the 12th well that's another uncertainty this is full of uncertainties 
here but yes because there's an expected vote we know roughly from the voter files how many people 
requested them yes and we know how many have returned but there may be a gap 
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but there may be a gap in there between the two and that we may have to wait and see as well an important 
point there as you point out about north carolina the ballot deadline november 3rd postmark received by 
november 12th and that has been upheld by the supreme court of the united states just a quick update too 
we've been talking about how long we would have to wait for certain votes we did hear tonight that the 
michigan secretary of state moved the timing goal she told reporters tonight that they expect to have a clear 
picture if not a final picture within the next 24 hours that is significant since the biden team is hanging their 
hopes on a win in michigan and just next door in wisconsin an update from adam brewster our producer who 
covers that state saying now it looks like we'll get an update between 3 am and 5 am from wisconsin why he 
writes because poll workers can't stop counting once they've started so we very well may get a response 
from the badger state tonight so an update or a clear picture of the final tally probably more likely an update 
because remember we're waiting for outstanding ballots to be received got it and of course in pennsylvania 
the state reported nearly 4 million votes cast by 12 30 a.m that is still far short of the 7 million votes that are 
estimated are the total number cast in the state of pennsylvania so that's why there is still some time as 
every vote should be counted yeah and tabulated and added to the tally so that is a fair election that all can 
agree on and in philadelphia i'm looking at a note from from one of our embeds here saying that the city 
commissioner says that there is a reporting issue and so they are um unable to give us an update they're not 
able to actually tabulate some of the mail-in ballots until they clear out the in-person ballots and and 
margaret you and i both done some reporting on this but for those who are concerned about the integrity of 
the vote we have had many things put in place to um secure the integrity of the vote 
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to um secure the integrity of the vote not only just ways to protect it you know the way it's transferred digitally 
but also there are now paper ballots that's right for more than 90 percent of the ballots cast in this country 
right and as we heard with georgia they actually had to go to that backup system because the new fangled 
computers didn't work so well in certain counties that was important and that was something that was 
actually emphasized in that uh sort of post-mortem autopsy of what happened in 2016 when the senate did 
this investigation of the foreign interference that was carried out by russia they recommended that more 


states go have backup systems um seven of them are kind of on the old system still so it's a problem but it is 
remarkable that given the level of concern homeland security is saying it looks pretty good from here cyber 
command also had said something in the days preceding this that they felt like i think it's good that there's 
been no no conversation about foreign interference in this election tonight i think that's a good thing right 
yeah considering that around it this period of uncertainty we're entering right now is the timing that they feel 
is the most dangerous right what we should say though what we did report tonight is part of the reason there 
was not foreign interference tonight is we believe and have been reporting that our assets uh have actually 
carried out some counter-attacks in order to do that is that correct right cyber command that the military that 
arm and the military that carries these operations out had said they would be willing to do something we 
believe that they have actually been carrying out some operations all right now as we take a look one more 
look at the pit the national map again still too close to call wisconsin michigan pennsylvania north carolina 
and georgia texas was a state that was one of the toss-ups earlier tonight but we have called that now for 
president trump want to go inside those numbers with major garrett major so norah let's talk about texas 
here's one of the fascinating things about texas you know i talked to lots of republicans about the week out of 
this election they said yes it's a battleground state and because it's a battleground state you're going to see 
more republicans more trump voters come out texas will 
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more trump voters come out texas will still be texas even though democrats thought it was a possible pickup 
for biden and i want to show the alexa poll numbers that illustrate exactly what republicans were talking 
about first of all let's look at the texas coalition for president trump man he carries them 56-42 look at the 
white evangelical number massive win there also once a strong leader massive number all right let's go to 
some of the composition of this electorate in texas democrat 31 percent look at republican 40 percent 
independence 29 percent all right it gets even more interesting now under 30 vote 15 in 2016 15 in 2020 in 
texas at least the young vote did not mobilize in any appreciably larger way in 2020 compared to 2016. also 
the most another fascinating aspect of the texas story share of the electorate non-white voters in 2016 in 
texas it was 43 percent in 2020 it was 41 so the percentage of the vote actually shrank now ladies just 
forgive me for a second because i got to put a question to ed and john when do we take our sport codes off i 
was going to wait until in the oval office all right i'm just it's wait i just want to put the time check it's 1 45 in 
the morning i'm going to tell you i'm not until you guys do i'll take it off all right while it's getting hot in here cbs 
news is going to project that joe biden has won the state of minnesota that is a state that was in the 
democratic column in 2016 a large portion of that state votes by mail it is a state that donald trump had tried 
wanted to pick off spent a lot of time in the state of minnesota and he said needlessly because there was 
nothing that suggested he would be able to win it but because he lost it by less than two points four years 
ago he was obsessed with trying to get it but we are now calling that and so those electoral votes of 
minnesota which is 10 electoral votes now slide into joe biden's column at this 
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into joe biden's column at this hour and you know what that means we still have those five states we're still 
there we're still there with them forward one step back but there's more pathways to stay yes so so you know 
just to continue so what chapter are we on we've been through chapter one chapter two what where are we 
now well we're we're we're still in chapter two it's a long chapter and and the thing is it it i mean we're still 
there i mean yeah what's what is interesting is that you know what again we've always been thinking about 
the states that president trump has to defend and minnesota was one place that they flirted with trying to 
reach into minnesota nevada is the other place we've still got to hear about nevada but uh nevada and 
maine we haven't know well maine is dealing with ranked choice voting yeah maine's just taking time but uh 
okay anyway there's no inroads it's all defending for the president i'm going to let you guys think some more 
and in the meantime we're going to take a short break be sure to download the cbs news app to track all

did on social media twitter and facebook both flagged a tweet from the president that claimed they are trying 
to steal the election he also said that there was a big win tonight of course we know that is not true since 
there is no winner and it could be days or weeks but the president is gearing up to fight and to present a 
case that he's already talked about at length for several weeks now about what he claims the other side is 
trying to do which is just not true so we do expect he will say something about that tonight and again try to 
focus on all the wins that came tonight because they still believe that he will ultimately have another four 
years here at the white house nora zhang thank you as we return to that map of those five states that are still 
too close to call or we just don't have enough votes uh because the voting uh the accounting has stopped or 
is still outstanding in some of these states we want to tick through each of them so that you know the very 
latest in each state and we thought we would bring in our cbs news election law expert david becker to do 
just that and david thank you so much 
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just that and david thank you so much since uh you're an expert in all of these states um i guess we can start 
should we start in the upper midwest wisconsin i understand that they are planning to count through the night 
and have an update in the middle of the night what do you know about wisconsin yeah i think that's right just 
like a lot of these states they saw an unprecedented number of mail ballots and they are validating each one 
of these ballots all of the ballots that they're counting right now we're in on time today they're doing they're 
working through the process that they're supposed to but this process takes time because they validate each 
one of these mail ballots and we will likely see wisconsin as well as michigan and pennsylvania quite frankly 
and likely georgia as well going well into tomorrow just because it's going to take some time to get through 
the hundreds of thousands of ballots that are still outstanding okay wisconsin expecting an update between 3 


30 and 5 a.m is the latest we got michigan you mentioned the secretary of state saying she hopes to have 
the um a final picture if not unofficial results in the next 24 hours does that square with what you're hearing 
as well david yeah that's about right i mean people in for instance wayne county and detroit there's a lot of 
ballots still there workers are going to be working through the night workers going to be working through 
tomorrow we'll likely get uh episodic updates uh with the with the vote totals there and by tomorrow we 
should have a better clearer picture of michigan john wanted to know also about pennsylvania that is a state 
where we understand there's still a large number of outstanding votes to be counted yeah lots of ballots left 
in philadelphia and allegheny and the philadelphia suburbs in particular those a lot of those are absentee 
ballots and i know that the workers are working they're actually bringing in shifts for instance in philadelphia 
there's going to be updates early tomorrow morning and then throughout the day again we'll be waiting until 
tomorrow to have a better picture of pennsylvania got it can we just look at that because 
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got it can we just look at that because if we look at the vote board in pennsylvania it looks like there that that 
donald trump has a wide lead with only 68 percent of the vote count in is that because it's largely recording 
the election day vote and not those absentees that you say are outstanding yeah that's part of it and also the 
counties that have reported so far again if you look where most of the outstanding ballots are they're in 
allegheny county in philadelphia county in montgomery bucks delaware chester counties counties where you 
would expect you see a an advantage for democrats okay i think uh ed o'keefe has a question just real 
broadly david i mean we've been anticipating potential legal challenges across the country if you're a lawyer 
tonight eager to make a buck on some kind of an elections challenge which state potentially is the one that is 
in most legal peril or where there could be some kind of a challenge mounted by either party well i think it 
really comes down to is there one state that decides the presidency essentially and is that mark what's the 
narrowest margin and of course we've been looking at pennsylvania for some time and pennsylvania may 
indeed be that state and if that's the case then there might be some ongoing challenges but again a lot of 
these rules were set ahead of election day the ballots we're talking about right now were received on election 
day we're not even talking really about the ballots that might be received a little bit later but we're postmarked 
today so i you know i don't know that there's much merit to any legal claims right now based on what we're 
seeing we're going to see how this plays out over the next few days all right david becker with the very latest 
we appreciate that and know we're going to be talking to you a lot as it appears there is probably going to be 
additional vote counting we will keep everyone up to date on that and potential litigation ahead some cbs 
stations will be leaving us for local election returns for the rest of you our coverage continues more analysis 
straight ahead and we'll check in on each of those five battleground states you're watching 
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states you're watching cbs news 2020 america decides [Music] from kpix 5 news this is campaign 2020 
election night well if you've been watching the network then you know we will have to wait a little longer to 
find out who will lead the nation nation for the next four years but a number of key races have been decided 
tonight and good evening i'm ken bastida and i'm elizabeth cook here's a look at the current electoral map in 
the race for the white house president trump and former vice president biden still well short of that necessary 
270 electoral votes needed to secure a victory several key states not expected to announce results until at 
least tomorrow at the earliest but it could be even longer than that well biden was expected to cruise to an 
easy victory here in california but here's how the numbers break down right now with 66 percent of precincts 
reporting biden leads by 67 percent trump with 31 percent and bay area voters weighing in on a number of 
crucial state and local ballot measures today alan martin joins us now as the results continue to roll in allen 
ken and liz let's go ahead and start with the most expensive ballot measure in u.s history tech companies 
spending about 200 million dollars on prop 22 which would classify app-based drivers as independent 
contractors here's a look at the latest numbers with 65 percent of the statewide vote in needs a simple 
majority but it is 
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in needs a simple majority but it is passing with 58 that is to keep them as independent contractors rent 
control is also on the ballot today prop 21 would have allowed local authorities to expand rent control 
measures replacing the costa hawkins rental housing act as it is called but it is being defeated tonight 
against 65 percent of the state vote in 59 percent voting no billions of dollars at stake for the state with prop 
15 which would change commercial property tax assessments it's the biggest revision to the 1978 prop 13 
yet very close 51 of voters saying no 49 but only 65 percent of the vote counted now the future of caltrain at 
stake tonight san francisco san mateo santa clara counties voting on a new sales tax to fund the transit 
system so the three counties let's start san francisco measure rr the numbers are 75 percent with the early 
returns voting yes but again all three counties need to approve measure rr for this to pass so let's look at san 
mateo county a lot more of the vote here no it's still the early return 73 percent of the vote going yes for that 
sales tax and finally santa clara county in silicon valley uh 60 percent of the precincts have now reported in 
and they've been tabulated 69 percent of voters passing so at this point it does look like measure rr is going 
to pass and it will keep caltrain funded we'll keep on top of the results as they continue to come in over the 
next few days liz allen thank you let's take a live look at the san francisco registrar voters office right now 
ballots are being counted as we speak yep our morning team will have updated results and reaction to all the 
important races tomorrow and that begins at 4 30 in the morning and we now take every morning at half 
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and we now take every morning at half past four you hear the cooks hop on the floor it's hard times in the mill

back to cbs news election headquarters it is two o'clock in the morning here in the east it's 11 o'clock in the 
west and at this hour vote counting continues in many states including in six of the most important 
battleground states 
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battleground states we are expecting to hear from president trump at the white house shortly after tweeting 
he would address the nation earlier we heard from joe biden who talked to his supporters in wilmington 
delaware saying he believes he is on track to win the election to be clear we are not close to making a 
projection here's where we stand in our notable nine states cbs news projects president trump has won 
florida ohio and iowa arizona is leaning toward biden but we still cannot get a clear picture of these five 
states pennsylvania michigan wisconsin north carolina and georgia substantial numbers of votes are still 
uncounted several million in pennsylvania alone right now in the race to 270 electoral votes president trump 
leads narrowly 213-207 in each of these states we should thank those volunteers those poll workers who 
worked in the midst of a pandemic because not you know more concerned about democracy than perhaps 
uh their own health making sure that there's someone there to count these ballots and staying late into the 
night so to make sure that everybody's vote counts and uh that is the the great uh greatness of democracy 
the great country that we live in that people are willing to do that and the patience that it takes to wait for that 
vote to be counted yeah many of us lived through the year uh 2000 where it took some time and ultimately 
was made you know a decision was made through the supreme court about whether to count those ballots 
and we have a process now where this will take days or weeks as it sorts through so that every vote gets 


counted and that process is in place to ensure that every vote gets counted and that as as all the security 
officials have been saying just be patient you know everything has been figured out and and and just let it 
take its course don't rush for a conclusion because that only will cause more rumors 
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because that only will cause more rumors and more chaos that is exactly how we started the evening when 
we went on the air at seven o'clock that listen we know that we know that there's a very good chance that we 
won't have a decision tonight and that is exactly what happened i think major summed it up really well when 
he said it's another definition of frontline workers because you're so right i think sometimes people forget that 
we're in the middle of a pandemic i really do because so many people are going on about their real lives 
despite all of us wearing masks when we're not on the air here this is still we're still in the middle of a crisis 
and they are sitting counting the votes to making sure that we get the information that we need it's very brave 
and very heroic actually it is can i pivot to a different point that just strikes me as we look at this map and and 
all of joe biden's chips essentially being in the midwest although georgia still is it is tantalizing for for 
democrats and within reason because the uh counties are out when he won his nomination in the democratic 
party the argument was he'll be the kind of candidate who can win in the midwest so that's now being put to 
the test here in the in in the final counting here you know we are being told that the president is planning to 
address supporters in the east room of the white house in just a moment and again to set the stage millions 
of votes in pennsylvania wisconsin and michigan including early in-person and absentee ballots are still 
outstanding including military ballots from overseas and we are going into the night we went into the night 
knowing that many of them would not be counted certainly in the state of pennsylvania hundreds of 
thousands of votes in large counties in georgia that typically lean democratic have not all been counted 
either and election boards have stopped there for the night so we will not see more votes added to that total 
and that state until the morning in other states either by state law or by court order ballots will be accepted 
after the election if they were postmarked by election day and that means that there are at least 
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and that means that there are at least 62 electoral votes that we can say right now will not be awarded early 
this morning so neither president trump nor joe biden are going to reach that threshold of 270 needed to 
become president so cbs news is not going to project a winner at this hour because there is not a winner 
right now again to be clear because there are millions of votes outstanding cbs news is not projecting a 
winner nor are any other news organizations across america projecting a winner at this hour it is important 
that every vote is counted any suggestion otherwise is patently false about the results of this election there's 
just it just takes time we're in the midst of a pandemic it is rude to the voters whose voice we're all waiting to 
hear from so it'll be interesting to see what he says when he's when he comes out i i think it's interesting 
looking at the shot at the white house where he invited three to 400 guests to join him for a viewing party of 
the results it looks like this will be the first time that they've seen him so can you imagine if you've been at the 
white house all evening waiting for the results and now finally this will be the first time that you see the 
president well we don't know they could have been all in a reception with him you know we don't we we don't 
know exactly whether the president they were saying earlier was reported that he had he had not he had not 
joined his guest the attorney general one of the guests uh of note who was supposed to be with the president 
this evening along with some of his top economic advisers reported that he hadn't joined them yet so i 
remember they're at the white house because they couldn't exceed the crowd restrictions at the trump hotel 
down the street because of the district of columbia crowd restrictions so they came to federal property 
instead and are having a few hundred guests stay up late with them tonight you know nora we we started the 
evening also talking about those white uh college-educated women and in looking at georgia i was just 
digging into that you aren't seeing that shift necessarily in joe biden's favor as much 
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necessarily in joe biden's favor as much still for the percentage of votes already tabulated about 90 percent 
91 percent in um showing up for for the president i'm wondering if we have wijajang with us who covers the 
white house and is covering the white house tonight as we await president trump's remarks weeja i 
understand that there's there's it can you explain the press situation within the east room sure so our 
colleagues the travel pool that is assigned to cover the president it revolves every day it's a very small group 
has been called to the east room in anticipation of the president coming out now usually a big group of us 
would be inside wherever the campaign wherever the president was waiting results and that's pretty critical 
on election night to offer you some color and some understanding of how they're feeling and that's been 
tricky tonight because we're relying on calling and texting with our sources and that's very different from 
being in the room so we are now relying on our colleagues who are in the room to help us put this story 
together and as you can see there we aren't seeing the guests there's not a cutaway shot of the guests and 
we yeah that's what that's exactly what i was going to ask you about is um in a uh where there's a free press 
there is usually what is called the head-on camera and then the cuts camera the cuts camera allowing 
people to see who is in the audience and that is not being provided as the white house and the president 
trump controls um the access to seeing who's in the audience and why why would they not allow a cuts 
camera you know that's a great question because typically they do and this is unusual but last night you 
asked me a question that i did not have an answer to yet and that was whether the guests in 
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yet and that was whether the guests in this room would be required to wear masks this is inside we're talking 
about hundreds of guests and the answer now we know is no the white house tells us that everybody who's 
in that room was tested and therefore they don't have to cover their faces of course we know that flies in the 
face of what some medical experts have said because you may uh test negative but in fact be carrying the 
virus SO um you know you know that might be one reason we can't speculate but um what we do know is that 
it makes a big difference for a night like this we cannot read the faces do you have any indication from the 
pool about who are the guests there at the white house tonight we do not we have learned through reporting 
that there are some members of the president's cabinet there we know that the vice president is not there 
actually which is uh interesting because uh we talked to some of his top campaign advisors who said that he 
is not there tonight we know that these are invited guests of the president donors people who are close to 
him and obviously officials from both the campaign and the white house but we do not have a guest list we 
don't even know exactly how many people are inside this room either and so what we do know is that the 
president has not been there yet to too we know whether then and i'm sorry to drill down on this but it's highly 
unusual i'm just wondering if the guests uh which are there at a political event essentially being fed drinks 
and food by the white house staff that's paid for by taxpayers do we know is there benefits well we know 
they're eating that we know they're eating but the campaign insists that they are picking up the tab for this 
event but they certainly are eating they are drinking they are celebrating just like they would at any other 
campaign party and of course there have been a lot of conversations about the hatch act and 
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conversations about the hatch act and whether this is a potential violation but again the campaign insists that 
even though this is at the white house which is taxpayer-funded to operate that they are paying for 
everything um and so uh you know the office of inspector general will have to take a look at this but there are 
criticisms and questions about this very event and so uh you know thank you sure thank you zhang at the 
white house and as we await the president just moments away from his address um ed were there concerns 
from the biden campaign about how this evening or i should say this morning would play out in these types of 
remarks from each side there was which is part of why we saw biden come out more than an hour ago at this 
point in wilmington to plea for patients and and point out that they're leading in arizona that they believe at 
the time he believed they would win minnesota which they have at least by our measure and that they were 
waiting for results from georgia pennsylvania michigan and wisconsin so he set the table sort of saying i'm 
going to i'm going home we're going to be patient about this we'll wait for tomorrow got out ahead of it they 
democrats remember the lessons of 2000 when al gore perhaps stumbled through that recount and and 


perhaps should have done a better job they believe setting expectations there in the first few hours after it 
was evident there wasn't going to be a result so by doing what he did tonight uh you know biden suggesting 
that there will be somebody another door and we'll see here shortly what the president has to say and 
according to the pool note in the room uh newt gingrich former leader there callista gingrich the current 
ambassador to rome a number of fox news personalities as well and the health and human services 
secretary alex azar that's according to the pool reporter who's from another network and in the room but all 
of our eyes and ears tonight got it and we keep hearing from the what is called the pool the small group that 
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is called the pool the small group that covers uh the white house or travels with the president they just keep 
saying it's another two minutes so we're still waiting to hear from the president united states uh extraordinary 
at any time to hear from the president after 2 a.m in the morning from from the white house john well this is 
while we wait here for the president to emerge um kara cordy tells me that uh tells us that uh in fulton county 
um in georgia that there are five election workers you were talking earlier about the people who are working 
through five of them are uh have been left there to ten ten pairs of hair five sets of hands are counting in 
fulton county georgia okay um are still in their accounting um so i just you just think about those five poor 
souls in the room doing their work here now at two o'clock in the morning to keep the count going in in 
georgia all right and we are waiting to hear from the president of the united states his campaign feeling 
strong after a victory in florida um but when you look at the numbers norah can't both campaigns feel pretty 
good at this particular time they both have pathways to victory yes they both have pathways to victory and so 
they can both go ahead john well i was just but the president has to be thrilled with what he was facing 
coming into this election which was having to defend nine states in which he was being told in the polls at 
least he was down by uh outside the margin of error in in at least half of them if not if not more so as you 
were talking about the other day john president trump has made his political career on the unexpected and 
he defied the odds in those places right and and in uh in this case i mean as major was talking earlier when 
your approval rating is under 50 percent that is usually uh bad news when there is a once in a century 
pandemic and the public blames you for it and there it is 
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blames you for it and there it is hitting its peak at the moment and the number of deaths is up at 2 30 and 
you're still competitive that's a that's an extraordinary thing i wonder if we can get an update too on the united 
states senate and the very latest there because there have been some additional movements as the 
democrats were hopeful about an opportunity to retake the united states senate and nancy can just quickly 
walk us through in just the headlines what's the likelihood at this hour that the democrats retake the senate 
the likelihood is getting smaller but we may not know definitively this morning nora take a look at montana 
that was a very close race between the steves steve bullock and steve danes we have now moved it to lean 
republican as steve danes the incumbent pulls ahead and so that does not appear to be a likely pickup for 
democrats so what's left not much maine for starters that's still officially a toss-up you'll see that susan collins 
is in the lead right now but only about 60 percent of the vote is in they're counting very slowly and what's 
really interesting in maine where susan collins is really a survivor really an institution is she's actually running 
pretty far ahead of donald trump in that state he is unlikely to win maine he's got about 44 percent of the vote 
she's got 52 percent of the vote in her race so one of the few republicans tonight who's doing a whole lot 
better than the president is in her state she's really on par with how joe biden is doing in that state but we 
won't know what happens in maine until more of that vote is in because maine has this very unusual rank 
choice voting system there's a third party candidate who's right now getting about four percent of the vote 
nobody gets above 50 percent then they start giving that independent candidates votes away to whoever 
whichever voters say you know their second choice is 
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their second choice is so that could take a while if she survives it would be a rare instance of split ticket 
voting where they where the voters don't vote for a president of one party but elect a senator of another 
which doesn't happen it certainly didn't happen in 2016. it doesn't happen very much at all so the math was 
that democrats had to net three if joe biden wins the white house correct so far they have netted arizona and 
colorado they've netted colorado it's likely democratic pickup in arizona but not official yet and so maine is 
one possibility north carolina still officially a toss-up but tom tillis is ahead by nearly two points with i think 95 
96 of the vote uh tallied and then all you've got left are those two georgia senate races now we already know 
that one of those races the special election is going to a runoff in the in in january in georgia this was a race 
with 20 people lots of democrats and republicans you need to get above 50 percent in order to avoid a runoff 
that's not going to happen so that's going to go to a special election so we won't know the other georgia race 
david perdue versus john ossoff we can't call a victor in that race for the same reason that we can't call a 
victor in the presidential race we've still got a lot of votes outstanding in fulton county and elsewhere so a lot 
of this hangs on georgia and i just want to direct your attention to the bottom of that graphic where you're 
looking at the actual map of the senate floor 45 democrats right now 46 republicans so we're very very close 
when it comes to the battle for control of the senate we call that we haven't called this out this is actually the 
seating chart figuratively of the senate right that's right this is exactly where all 100 u.s senators sit when 
they are in the chamber you'll notice that kentucky seat right up at the front that's because mitch mcconnell is 
the leader of the 
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mitch mcconnell is the leader of the senate and he will still be sitting in that that's correct can we go back to 
susan collins for a second she knew going in that that she was in big trouble but what happened to susan 
collins well you know it used to be that as a moderate you had a lot of power yeah you were a deal broker 
you know you you crossed the aisle and you worked with the other side to cut deals well we haven't seen a 
lot of deals cut over the last four years and frankly this is president trump's party right now uh you know think 
about it there wasn't even a platform that was drafted for the party this year it was just all about president 
trump and that makes things a lot more difficult from moderate from maine nancy cordes and as we take a 
live look at the east room where we are expecting to hear from president trump a reminder there are millions 
of votes in pennsylvania wisconsin and michigan including early in-person and absentee ballots that are still 
outstanding we are still waiting on hundreds of thousands of votes in large counties in georgia that have yet 
to be counted some are being counted at this hour in the middle of the night poll workers and others working 
to fulfill the role and of course in service of our great democracy and of course also note that in other states 
either by state law or by court order ballots will be accepted after the election if they were postmarked on 
election day including military ballots hundreds of thousands from overseas that are protected by law that 
those can also be counted um as part of that process i understand nevada has moved from lean democrat to 
likely democrat at some point i don't know if we noted that but they are taking their time tonight it sounds like 
election workers are going through the night to tally up but if they're wondering why the west coast hasn't 
reported and margaret thank you for for noting that as well 
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for for noting that as well i wonder as we await the president we could bring in the president's former chief of 
staff reince priebus and reince um what do you expect is going on right now well i think they're crunching the 
numbers um and trying to figure out maybe what the exact tone ought to be i mean if you think about where 
the trump campaign's coming from they they feel that they look pretty good in all of the states that they had 
to win to be in the game and they're currently ahead in all three of the midwest states that they need to win 
two out of the three and if they don't win arizona if they win nevada then they need maybe they can they can 
win it with michigan that gets you to 20. so i i think that's or excuse me um they consider 22. so i think that's 
what they're trying to figure out they don't want to they don't want to go too far they don't want to sound 
defeated but they want to sound victorious probably without going too far [Applause] all right reince thank 


you we just saw the president's family uh his children enter the room along with their spouses and significant 
others ladies and gentlemen the president of the united states donald j trump [Applause] this is without 
question the latest news 
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this is without question the latest news conference i've ever had i appreciate it very much i want to thank the 
american people for their tremendous support millions and millions of people voted for us tonight and a very 
sad group of people is trying to disenfranchise that group of people and we won't stand for it we will not stop 
[Applause] i want to thank the first lady my entire family and vice president pence mrs pence for being with 
us all through this and we were getting ready for a big celebration we were winning everything and all of a 
sudden it was just called off the results tonight have been phenomenal and we are getting ready i mean 
literally we were just all set to get outside and just celebrate something that was so beautiful so good uh such 
a vote such a success the citizens of this country have come out in record numbers this is a record there's 
never been anything like it to support our incredible movement we won states that we weren't expected to 
win florida we didn't win it we won it by a lot and we won the great state of ohio we won texas we won texas 
we won texas by 700 000 votes and they don't even include it in the tabulations it's also clear that we have 
won georgia 
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it's also clear that we have won georgia we're up by 2.5 or 117 000 votes with only 7 left they're never going 
to catch us they can't catch us likewise we've clearly won north carolina where we're up 1.4 or 77 000 votes 
with only approximately 5 percent left i can't catch us we also if you look and you see arizona we have a lot 
of life in that and somebody said somebody declared that it was a victory for us and maybe it will be i mean 
that's possible but certainly there were a lot of votes out there that we could get because we're now just 
coming into what they call trump territory i don't know what you call it but these were friendly trump voters 
and that could be overturned the gentleman that called it i watched tonight he said well we think it's fairly 
unlikely that he could catch well fairly unlikely and we don't even need it we don't need that that was just a 
state that if we would have gotten it it would have been nice arizona but there's a possibility maybe even a 
good possibility in fact since i saw that originally it's been changed and the numbers have substantially come 
down just in a small amount of votes so we want that obviously to stay in play but most importantly we're 
winning pennsylvania by a tremendous amount just think of this think of this we're up 690 
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up 690 000 votes in pennsylvania 6900 these aren't even close it's not like oh with 64 of the vote end it's 
going to be almost impossible to catch and we're coming into good pennsylvania areas where they happen 
to like your president [Music] so we'll probably expand that we're winning michigan but i'll tell you i looked at 
the numbers i said whoa i looked i said wow that's a lot by almost 300 000 votes and 65 percent of the vote 
is in and we're winning wisconsin i said well we don't need all of them we need because when you add texas 
in which wasn't added i spoke with the really wonderful governor of texas just a little while ago and greg 
abbott he said congratulations he called me to congratulate me on winning texas i mean we won texas i don't 
think they finished quite the tabulation but there's no way and it was almost complete but he congratulated 
me then he said by the way what's going on i've never seen anything like this can i tell you what nobody has 
so we won by 107 000 votes with 81 percent of the vote that's michigan so when you take those three states 
in particular and you take all of the others i mean we have we have so many we had such a big night you just 
take a look all of these states that we've won tonight and then you take a look at the kind of margins that 
we've won them by and and all of a sudden it's not like we're up 12 votes and we have 60 percent left we 
won states and all of a sudden i said what happened to the election it's off and we have all these announcers 
saying 
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and we have all these announcers saying what happened and then they said oh because you know what 
happened they knew they couldn't win so they said let's go to court and did i predict this newt did i say this 
i've been saying this from the day i heard they were going to send out tens of millions of ballots i said exactly 
because either they were going to win or if they didn't win they'll take us to court so florida was a tremendous 
victory 377 000 texas as we said ohio think of this ohio a tremendous state a big state i love ohio we won by 
eight point one percent four hundred and sixty-one thank you almost 500 000 votes north carolina big victory 
with north carolina and so we won there we lead by 76 000 votes with almost nothing left and all of a sudden 
everything just stopped this is a fraud on the american public this is an embarrassment to our country we 
were getting ready to win this election frankly we did win this election so our goal now is to ensure the 
integrity for the good of this nation this is a very big moment this is a major fraud in our nation we want we 
want the law to be used in a proper manner so we'll be going to the u.s supreme court we want all voting to 
stop we don't want them to find any ballots at four o'clock in the morning and add them to the list okay it's it's 
a very sad it's a very sad 
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it's it's a very sad it's a very sad moment to me this is a very sad moment and we will win this and as far as 
i'm concerned we already have one so i just want to thank you and i want to thank all of our support i want to 
thank all of the people that worked with us and mr vice president say a few words please please well the 
president of the united states castrating the facts of the election results that have been reported tonight 
falsely claiming that he has won the election and disenfranchising millions of voters whose ballots have not 
been counted sadly because of the raging pandemic and the failures of the administration to contain the 
pandemic there has been a massive vote by mail operation and those votes have not yet been counted and 
so we at cbs news can are not projecting a winner in this presidential race we will not disenfranchise the 
millions of voters in those battleground states and the hundreds of thousands in georgia who also have not 
had their votes counted there were so many troops in that statement it's sort of hard to let me figure out 
where to begin count the ways former chief of staff reince priebus said uh that he wouldn't go too far he went 
farther than that yeah what he said bears no resemblance to the truth of an election let alone an election in a 
pandemic the votes that aren't being counted are votes that people cast themselves today on election day 
and some of the votes that have been counted are presumably his own voters the president's own voters he 
is calling the game at the end of the first quarter and um it's extraordinary we've never we've never had a 
situation like this in

we've never had a situation like this in the country the president is a steward of the american electoral 
system as a member of it he's a steward of the american system and he is trying to undermine it while the 
count is still going on and the last time we had a dispute that went to the court to the supreme court as the 
president just said he thinks this will go you had two candidates who ultimately accepted the outcome of the 
courts ultimately accepted and said we have to carry the weight of the office that john just described to have 
the president jump that gun and make calls and frankly nora as gail was saying there were a lot of things that 
were untrue we can look at the map right over your head and see that the state of texas was actually called 
in his favor he said it was not georgia and north carolina remain toss-ups on our map because of all the 
details you just laid out in weeks of untalented we fairly called the state of florida in his favor and noted his 
strong turnout among latinos and at the same time we can also fairly report that it's too soon because we 
cannot disenfranchise millions of voters to call the race in pennsylvania michigan wisconsin georgia and 
north carolina but you know why this is so disturbing is because a message that it sends to his supporters 
this is why people are boarding up the the the stores because he sends a message to his supporters that 
when the true cap comes out maybe it will be in his favor maybe not but if it's not in his if it is if it's not in his 
favor he has already planted the seed that this election has been stolen from from him and that's why this is 
such a dangerous thing that he has just done well he's trying to and he's trying to set expectations there 


when we got out of that he said you know let's hope they don't find more votes around 4 a.m well that's 
exactly what's going to continue happening voting is continuing through the night in wisconsin in georgia and 
other places and yes it's possible by the time people wake up later today 
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by the time people wake up later today uh it's either closer or he's perhaps lost his advantage i'm curious 
why the president feel feels fearful that he has to declare early is he not confident that the that once the 
ballots are counted that they will go in his favor why why try and uh say this early is there a sense of fear 
within the republican party that would this be a good question for reince who said that he didn't think that the 
president would go far well interestingly and remember reince to ed's point when ed asked that question 
about the outstanding ballots in arizona reince did want those calls he did wanted those counted uh in a state 
where they think those ballots may be in the president's favor he does encourage the continued counting of 
ballots in the other states that we are talking about where they may be in his favor or not that's where they're 
raising this this is that red mirage that we heard people talk about the idea that certain states and we're 
seeing this in michigan and wisconsin right now for example the day of vote would be counted first all the 
other ballots that were cast early are being counted now and so it looks right now like he has a lead and he 
may maintain that lead but he might not once all those other ballots are counted and so that's what he's 
trying to do here is he's stepping out and saying look i'm winning which in our parlance would be he has an 
edge but at the end of the day once all those votes are counted it may be that all those mail in ballots and we 
put out a false narrative yes that many people will now believe yes that's what's troubling about it and he was 
furthered by that people giving him a mouthpiece to do that let's bring in david becker who is our election law 
expert and and david under what legal grounds could the president proceed as he says he wants to well 
none that i know of you all just nailed it i mean nearly everything the president just said was false i mean 
there were we know there 
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false i mean there were we know there were over a hundred million early ballots cast in this election but 
we've only counted about 130 million ballots so far and that doesn't quite add up with the election day turnout

as was pointed out and this was a really great point on the one hand president trump is arguing to stop the 
count of validly cast ballots in states like michigan and wisconsin and pennsylvania and georgia but on the 
other hand arguing for continuing to count ballots in arizona because he thinks it will benefit him consistently 
what we've always done is we count all of the ballots that were cast on election day and that's what we're 
doing right now and there are likely still tens of millions of ballots out there including millions of ballots in the 
states that were that we're looking at that we haven't called yet is it unusual for there to be 
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called yet is it unusual for there to be a vote count after election day um it's not unusual at all for there to be a 
vote count after election day in fact there is always some votes being counted after election day what's a little 
bit unusual about this election is such a large percentage of ballots are still being counted well into the night 


and tomorrow and perhaps thursday and friday because we've got these mail ballots that came in and 
especially in michigan and wisconsin and pennsylvania they couldn't start processing them until today in 
most cases so that is a little bit unusual but the process of counting all of those ballots is what we did in 2016 
when president trump won and what we've done in every election in our history can i ask you does the 
president face any repercussions for what he just said he just out and out lied to the american people well i 
mean this is something we've dealt with for quite some time with this president and especially when it comes 
to the elections process we've seen a lot of false statements whether it's about distrust of the male voting 
system whether it's about the existence of alleged fraud that we know doesn't exist on any kind of scale there 
hasn't seemed to be any repercussions yet unfortunately hopefully the votes will be counted we'll know who 
won it might be president trump it might be vice president biden we still have tens of millions of ballots left to 
count but this is truly throwing a match on a big puddle of fuel because this is the scenario that uh we were 
hoping didn't exist where those boarded up windows and that anticipation of people feeling somehow 
disenfranchised rather than excited that in the midst of this national crisis an election was carried out now 
you have doubt being raised uh very directly not just doubt but actual accusations of somehow the president 
being wrong it's a very flammable situation that we are in and we are going into right now this having been 
said you know it's so interesting he's been asked leading up to this will you accept 
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asked leading up to this will you accept the results and he would always say well no i don't know the truth of 
the matter is we don't have results yet for you to accept one way or the other and he's already not accepting 
what we do have so far you know the democratic democratic party process gives the president his power yes 
and he's trying to turn the democratic process into something sinister the democratic process also gives 
every member of his party who was elected tonight or reelected tonight their power and he is uh they have 
an obligation it seems to me to speak up when the president of the united states tries to make the democratic 
process into something similar and who would that be john who would speak well any of them who have a 
duty to their country um yeah you can imagine it gives you a lot of options many of them will say they were 
already asleep and they didn't see it you can imagine um that a scenario with which this gets litigated in the 
courts the president said it would take it to the supreme court you can also imagine where you might hear 
from from past presidents who feel the need to speak out in the coming days both republicans and 
democrats to protect the integrity of the process and and just to be clear and and david you can help 
underscore this with me because having covered now i think this is my seventh presidential election the 
every vote is counted and tabulated as best as they can it then there has never been a situation where a 
state has reported the final results on election night no state is legally expected to do so what the networks 
do is we project winners in these particular states based on a lot of the the vote count that comes in um but 
the states don't report the final results until much later correct that's absolutely right election night results are 
always partial and unofficial and it's only because the margin of victory is large enough that we can often 
project the outcomes but we're obviously headed to some really narrow margins and some key states overall 
and that means we need to let this 
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and that means we need to let this process play out every single state has an official certification deadline 
where they certify the final official results and in most cases that's days or even weeks after the election and 
we're going to see that in most states where they're going to go through this process and make sure they got 
it right it's much more important to get it right than to get it fast and that's what the states are doing both 
republican and democratic election officials have been standing up for that process throughout this entire 
election season and we're still going to see that throughout the aftermath of tonight's election night got it 
dangerous i have one more question for him what is the danger of the president doing something like this 
you know before this election we were told we kept hearing democracy is at stake america is at stake truth is 
at stake what is the danger of the president doing something like this well gail you are exactly right and you 
pointed it out earlier there are many many millions of people who listen to what the president says and look 
to him for leadership and guidance and unfortunately he's steering them wrong right now and um it may very 


well be that he comes out on top on election night or aft aft well after election night after we've counted all the 
ballots but we need to let that process play out and if he were truly confident you would expect he would let 
that process play out because he would ultimately be declared the winner in a process that was upheld by 
both democratic and republican election officials but he doesn't seem as if that's the direction he's going right 
now and he's steering his own supporters wrong and probably leading to some um more division that we're 
seeing in this country and david if we if we take something he said literally he said we're going to go all the 
way to we're going to go to the supreme court and ask it to stop counting the ballots he is president cannot 
go directly to the u.s supreme court and ask those nine justices to stop counting ballots correct that's correct 
he's going to have to go through the lower courts it might be the state courts it might be the federal courts it 
depends on what legal claims he wants to bring however a lot of these rules we saw a lot of pre-election 
litigation and that was a little bit disconcerting 
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and that was a little bit disconcerting because it was so much of it but on the other hand it is english in 
english david that means pre-election litigation means this is already settled that at this point it can't be 
revisited because the rules are in place courts have already made rulings on various elements of the rules or 
the laws in various states that's right i mean you never legal options are quite narrow at this point on where 
exactly you never know what courts will do yeah that's right i mean courts courts could do you know 
especially the supreme court might do something new we have now a ninth justice on the supreme court that 
didn't hear any of these cases but a lot of these rules were set and you know there are there are democrats 
who don't like some of the rules about election day receipt of mail ballots or they don't like the electoral 
college and there are republicans who don't like rules about postmark receipt post-market ballots and receipt 
a few days later or early voting but those rules are set and those are the rules we're playing under and both 
campaigns knew them and we should let those rules play out under the laws of the states in which they're 
happening i just want to make sure that we get in and thank you so much david becker for your legal 
expertise and your experience thank you so much i just want to do some further uh correcting of the record 
out there because cbs news has projected that president trump has won the states of texas and florida the 
president incorrectly stated that we had not called that we have called those states for the president of the 
united states we are still awaiting votes to be counted in georgia and north carolina and i might just bring in 
our elections director anthony salvontoux to explain quickly what we're waiting for in georgia and north 
carolina for more votes to be counted and it is really not unusual for close races to wait for projections until 
more votes are counted georgia north carolina pennsylvania michigan wisconsin all to be included on that list 
many votes still to come i would show you what our expected vote is versus many hundreds of thousands of

we'd been you know in our notable nine but not this year but interestingly it was the events that occurred in 
virginia that propelled joe biden to say was the 
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propelled joe biden to say was the reason that he decided to enter the race for president united states yeah 
in charlottesville when they said that there were good people on both sides a woman was killed in that in that 
uh that protest that riot at the time and it was then that he made the decision and he said the soul of the 
country is at stake i'll never forget his comments when he because i think that touched a lot of people black 
people in particular also felt the soul of the country is at stake full of the nation soul of the nation soul of the 
nation is at stake here and as we sit here today there are still those issues that are still happening in 2020. i 
want to bring in reince priebus and valerie jarrett because both of them have worked in the white house and 
understand the awesome powers of the presidency and valerie um your thoughts at this hour well i think the 
soul of the nation is at stake i i you know while i was listening to the president speak i was thinking about all 
of those millions of people who sacrificed in the middle of a pandemic stood in line many of them for far too 
long hours waiting to exercise this most fundamental responsibility of citizenship and for him to just basically 
try to discard their participation in our democracy and say that their voices don't matter in violation of past 
practices and violation of the law which allows everyone who has voted to have their vote count we have 
processes in place and i think part of what was so profoundly disappointing is i think he knows that he has 
smart lawyers who work for him they have briefed him on what the law is and so for him to go out and distort 
the truth the way he did and mislead his supporters was incendiary and i think what we really need is 
somebody who will be patient and calm and let every vote count and be confident enough to think that doing 
it on the up and up you can still win and so i worry not just about the tone that he set tonight but what it 
means for our country in the 
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but what it means for our country in the days that follow when the votes are actually finally calculated and if 
he is not the winner he has already telecast to us what he's going to do which is to question the integrity of 
the election and that sends us into a real crisis which is so deeply unfair to the american people we deserve 
better than that reince priebus did the president take it one step too far well i think he tried to do a couple 
things i think i i got a sense on what and how he thinks about these things from working for him number one i 
think he wanted to make it very clear that he was going to put this conclusion of these final states in the 
hands of the courts to justify using uh lawyers to review the ballots that are coming in that are being reviewed 
in in these states and then number two i think he wanted to preempt um the democrats from moving into the 
court system to seek extensions for states in receiving these absentee ballots so in other words there are 
states right now that have said if we receive an absentee ballot by x date then we will we will count it and we 
will go through the process and i think what the trump campaign may be trying to do is preempt them the 
democrats or the biden campaign from seeking a further extension of that deadline similar to how they 
extend the polling closing times so i think that's really what the president is probably trying to do i don't know 


exactly i'm here i'm not there in the room listening to this strategy but again you also have a president who's 
very frustrated by the issue raised by u.s intelligence in terms of what our foreign adversaries are trying to do 
is not necessarily to pick a winner it's to sow distrust of our entire democratic system 
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of our entire democratic system that is what i believe nora was asking you well i mean from the president's 
standpoint i think there are par i think there are parts of the system that he does distrust i mean so i mean 
that's just the reality so it's not it is not a wild idea for many leaders especially in the republican party to have 
a problem with a lot of things that happen at voting laws and so it's been like that for 20 years so look i think 
you also have a president that's very frustrated that was told i think we have a president that we i think we 
have a president that's very frustrated that was told he was going to get blown out in every one of these 
states and he sees the map and other than issues in arizona which cbs hasn't called yet he sees a campaign 
that's running the table i'm just describing you what i think is happening in trump world and and i'm i'm 
describing it as best as i can for you reince priebus thank you valerie jarrett thank you for joining us and it's 
coming up just about three o'clock in the morning cbs news has not projected a winner of the presidential 
race because there are still millions of votes to be counted across america some cbs stations will be leaving 
us for local returns we'll be right back [Music] and let's go now to anthony salvanto and major garrett at the 
election data center door thank you so much anthony we do not want this to be a platform to validate 
falsehoods the president just said a bunch of things that i'm not going to get into i'm not going to dignify what 
i want you to do is walk us through the five states that we have on our map that are still tossups and briefly 
explain why i'm going to show everybody what the expected vote is which is the number of ballots roughly 
sorry this is in wisconsin in wisconsin 
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wisconsin starting here is 3.6 million and the current best estimate are the ones outstanding outstanding 
means they have been cast they have been cast someone cast a ballot but elections officials have not yet 
gotten to that ballot to count it and put it in the tallies right for their county exactly now so this is nearly 700 
000 in wisconsin and again rough estimate there okay now i'm gonna go back take that off and go to 
michigan okay and do the same thing and this is 1.7 million outstanding legally cast not yet counted okay 
add that to the other seven hundred thousand rough math here we're now we're at 2.4 2.4 million i'll keep 
track of that okay there'll be a quiz after yes indeed okay now here we are carry the 2.4 got it add to it 1.8 
quick all right that's three 4.2 nice 4.2 okay so we're at 4.2 now 4.2 million legally cast down north carolina 
there won't be quite as many here but there's another three hundred thousand four point five more or less 
4.5 4.5 i'll go to georgia there's going to be plenty here okay there's another half a million that's right now 
we're at five million parking 5 million dollars and that major that is just just in the five toss up states we went 
through i haven't gone through arizona haven't gone through nevada our brains will start to that's right that's 
right but we get we get it let's just pause and hold that information for a second based on our estimates 
which we have a lot of faith and confidence in five million legally cast ballots that have yet to be counted 
when the president used the word disenfranchised when he says he's already won that is precisely what he's 
attempting to do with those five million votes i can tell you as someone who has sat at many a decision desk 
on many a late night that it is hardly unusual for us to wait for elections officials to count votes 
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for elections officials to count votes sometimes we wait until the wee hours of the morning sometimes we 
wait days sometimes weeks right and i think it's also important to remember what happened in 2016 the 
president won three states quite narrowly why because all the votes were counted and everyone accepted 
narrow ranges of victory in three battleground states the president and his presidency is living proof that 
close election results can be adjudicated can be fairly counted can be verified and can establish a president 
even though you could do it with 77 000 votes spread across three battleground states i'm going to have the 
last word on this anthony it's great to be with you we're going to take a quick break we'll be back with more

now the race between president trump and joe biden is too close to call the president spoke just moments 
ago cindy and others uh will be part of this the rest of the night look uh currently former vice president biden 
has a lead 220 electoral votes to 213 we're waiting for big states though that are still in the process of 
counting ballots pennsylvania michigan wisconsin north carolina and georgia they're still counting ballots out 
in the west as well nevada and california among them so at this point the race is not over you see here in 
pennsylvania the president has a lead with about three quarters of the vote in but democrats believe there is 
still much of the vote outstanding many of the millions of ballots that were cast early are among those that 
they believe are still out there much the same in wisconsin and michigan as well so we are rounding 3am in 
the east midnight in the west and if you're just tuning in i don't know what you've been doing all night but 
you're probably wondering what is the state of the race so far and what are we still waiting to get in and to 
get more on that we have just the experts for you we've got anthony salvato he is our director of election 
surveys here at cbs news runs the battleground tracker polls has been following the race all night also major 
garrett i see still in coat and tie was wondering if you're going to take that off 
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take that off salvato's already gone down to the shirt sleeves and the ties loosened a little bit uh good 
evening good morning to to the two of you where are we at this hour okay so tony let me take you through 
first the five states that we at this moment consider toss-ups and that is wisconsin michigan pennsylvania 
north carolina and georgia all the others projected or in the case of nevada and arizona as of this moment 
maine leaning to joe biden now the issue here is that i'm going to walk you through in wisconsin we estimate 
at least almost 700 672 thousand ballots still remaining to be counted they've been cast not yet counted and 
we can do similar things for michigan over 1.7 million still to be counted pennsylvania just running through 
here 1.8 million still to be counted etc so millions of ballots still out there awaiting counting just under 5 
million roughly in those five toss-up states so let's go back to wisconsin i want to go through this process in a 
way because viewers might say what's the margin right now so what does it look like and why do we wait 
and the reason is that because they heard the president say we're leading that's right okay there you can see 
the numbers but we need to wait because these are the ballots that have been counted and these are the 
tallies that elections officials have reported to us which is what we do at the decision desk we get the vote 
reports from the elections officials and we turn around and report them to you so let me pause you right there 
because i think this is really important so the president just told the nation that what we see here is legitimate 
okay then that means these votes that have been counted are legitimate what he's also suggesting is the 
votes that have not yet been counted aren't legitimate which is factually wrong those votes that have been 
legally cast 
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those votes that have been legally cast but not yet counted are just as legitimate as the ones that have been 
counted that reflect this and i would add in a political sense that we have no idea who these 672 thousand 
people voted for now we know that they may have been cast from democratic counties or cast from 
republican counties so we might have some sense in a modeling standpoint but we have no idea until the 
elections officials report to us what the tallies of those ballots are there could be republicans there could be 
democrats there could be independence it's all in there well their voice is yet to be heard so let's go to 
michigan okay take a look at michigan what does it look like and what's still outstanding so 52 45 okay 
president's in the lead right now now we have not projected this race because in part 1.6 million perhaps 
more still expected to be counted they've been cast elections officials haven't reported them all right we can 
go county by county we can go i'm going to pick one macomb 20 seconds okay in which the president is 
leading there's still a lot of balance exactly we can go to democratic counties and see much of the same 
thing that's exactly right tony back to you and ed at the desk that's got his jacket off i'm right after him and the 
shirt sleeves are rolled up but gentlemen before you go i do have a point of clarification here of the states 
we're talking about michigan pennsylvania wisconsin arizona georgia north carolina is it our understanding 
that in each of these states the counting is still happening the election workers in other words are still awake 
and doing their work they certainly are in wisconsin there's a small number doing that in one part of georgia if 
i remember correctly fulton county and in michigan they will start that process again and the secretary of 
state in michigan has said they will have a full though not necessarily official account but a full count by the 
end of the day today all right they're working through the process in a legal transparent and visible way all 
right i bring that up because if people are are staying with us they are wondering are they going to get 
additional projections this evening 
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projections this evening and it sounds like the answer is possibly we should hear more possibly from 
wisconsin if you're keeping track with us on the east coast time 5 a.m 5 30 maybe 6 a.m all right anthony and 
major thank you very much let's go now to washington dc where we wijajang is following the president's 
campaign uh we just heard from the president where he appears to be prematurely declaring victory uh and 
in addition using pretty inflammatory language declaring that a fraud is being perpetrated on the american 
people because ballot counting legally cast ballots are still being counted into the evening and in fact into 
wednesday morning what are you hearing from the campaign are they trying to clean up in any way the 
president's remarks or are they underscoring them and standing by them well this actually was no surprise 
campaign advisors and officials had indicated and almost said as much that they believed that they being 
democrats would be trying to steal the election and steal votes away from the president after tonight and it 
was remarkable to actually hear the president say those words out loud he could not have been more blunt 
he said we were getting to win we were getting ready to win this election frankly we did win this election of 
course that is simply not true and we had an indication that he was going to do this tonight because he 
tweeted a very similar sentiment that was flagged by both twitter and facebook as being misleading what's 
interesting is that he flat out denied he was going to do this just yesterday he pushed back against reports 
that he was going to declare victory as long as he was ahead and he said i don't have any reason to play 
games and that was a false report he is not ahead and tonight that is exactly what he did um and so it is a 
critical moment to see how the president behaves and what he says moving forward we know that he is 
prepared to launch 
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he is prepared to launch a legal battle but it is really important for people at home to understand what he is 
saying is just flat out wrong tony yeah the votes are still being counted it's also worth underscoring that the 
reason there are boarded up buildings in cities all across america is because people are concerned that 
rhetoric like we just heard from the president uh and a protracted legal battle which appears to be what we 
could be headed for uh could lead some supporters of both candidates into the streets uh and there could be 
trouble uh whisha thank you very much i want to shift now to nicole killian uh former vice president joe biden 
spoke to supporters in his home state of delaware overnight and expressed optimism about the election 


outcome and nicole killian is in wilmington for us where she's been following the biden campaign nicole good 
morning to you hey good morning to you tony what i can tell you is this is the scenario that the biden 
campaign was worried about that the president would try to proclaim victory and in essence even before he 
spoke this uh evening or this morning in the east room the campaign manager jen o'malley dylan told 
reporters earlier this week that under no scenario will donald trump be allowed to be a victor and really her 
point there and i'm kind of paraphrasing her comments but uh you know the point that she made was that 
they knew that there would be outstanding ballots and votes to count and that is in essence the message 
that we heard from the former vice president earlier this morning where he told his supporters that it ain't 
over until every ballot is counted and so that's why he is urging patients that's why he told his supporters 
here tonight to keep the faith many of them doing just that i spoke to a number of them who said they are 
optimistic they realize this is going to take time but they are hopeful in the outcome tony all right nicole thank 
you very much ahead we're going to hear from cbs news political contributor jamal simmons and cbs news

i've been looking at some numbers and i had a conversation earlier with an elected official in the state who 
tells me that they think that the numbers in wayne county particularly in detroit will come in tomorrow and 
over the next couple days we will count those ballots and then we'll be able to see that michigan is going to 
go into vice president biden's column i think the same thing is probably going to happen in wisconsin but 
here's the thing that we all have to be you know very cautious of and worried about the president very well 
could win one of these states i mean something could happen that we don't predict and what he's doing now 
is calling into jeopardy the entire integrity of our elections and so i think millions of americans tens of millions 
of americans 100 million americans plus spoke up and said something about what they want the direction 
they want for the country including many of his supporters and we've got to respect the voice that they 
exercise during this process leslie i want to go back to you and get you to respond to something that jamal 
just said the integrity of our democracy being called into question the way you put it was just puffery he's 
trying to keep people interested help me close the gap between those two points of view there's a there's a 
lot of concern and certain ringing on both sides of the aisle tony there's no doubt about that the integrity of 
the election above all is it's the most important aspect the president tends to walk that line right he pushes it 
even further we've got lawyers that's the first call i'm going to make there is no doubt that if it does become a 
series of too close to

it does become a series of too close to call uh elections in each of those swing states that it is going to be

now at cbs news election headquarters in times square and one state we've been paying very close attention 
to all night is the state of georgia the state has not voted for a democratic president since 1992 and it is now 
a toss-up in our projection mark strossman is in atlanta for us mark good morning to you we've been 
following the vote counting there all evening what do you know good morning tony well with more than 90 
percent of the vote counted here president trump is leading 
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counted here president trump is leading slightly but the race is still considered too close to call democrats 
really had such high hopes of turning georgia blue in 2020 but that is something that has simply not 
happened as you mentioned not happened here in georgia since bill clinton carried the state nearly three 
decades ago it could be a few days before well actually let me start with this 91 percent of the expected vote 
is in president trump leading biden by a narrow two and a half percent 16 electoral votes are up for grabs 
here it could be a couple of days before all the mail voters votes are counted here in georgia the 
demographics have been changing in the state in recent years the suburbs have become younger more 
diverse less conservative our early exit polling indicates biden is overwhelmingly capturing the black vote 
here but trump has overwhelmingly taken the white vote around 70 percent also leading here the the 
president with voters who are not college educated there are also two crucial u.s senate seats on the ballot 
here both held by republicans one is heading for a runoff the other is considered too close to call although 
republican incumbent david perdue is uh is leading georgia's secretary of state has said he expects the 
winners of most races to be announced later this morning tony mark it's uh it said o'keefe i'll take this one 
one of the things that complicated the count in georgia i guess last night is there was a plumbing issue right 
yeah at um state farm arena which is where the atlanta hawks play uh that was a a a processing and 
tabulation center for absentee ballots there was a water leak pipe uh leaked this morning none of the ballots 
were damaged but that stopped the counting and with about 50 000 uncounted ballots they sent most of the 
workers home a few workers have been working overnight but the sense is that uh they're probably not going 
to finish it up again until sometime this morning it was just one more little thing uh that went wrong here uh 
generally speaking the the 
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uh generally speaking the the day at the polls yesterday worked out great that is with so much early voting 
ed as you know georgia set records nearly 4 million folks cast early ballots the the polling itself the day at the 
polls went very very smoothly wait times are like 10 or 15 minutes very reasonable but then they ran into 
issues with the tabulation and here we are you know almost 10 hours after the polls have closed and we still 
don't have a winner and of course very very frustrating for republicans and democrats alike tony have you 
had leaky pipes holding up the 2020 ballot count on your 2020 bingo board you're doing pretty well tonight 
the bingo board for 2020 is large it is it's like uh you know if it folds out many times it is larger than any game 
board in your house uh mark strassman thank you very much um you bring up uh you open the door to an 
interesting conversation here um you know georgia i want to underscore for people it is a state where it 
appears that uh president trump has an edge but we have projections that suggest that the trends continue 
and i heard anthony savanto talking about this earlier in the broadcast um if the trends continue biden still 
has a path there which is why it hasn't been called because it runs through these these suburban fast- 
growing counties in and around atlanta um but we know there's also counting still going on in pennsylvania 
right right indeed but we do not have eureka duncan so we're going to stay right yeah we're going to keep 
talking about this it passes through those key democratic counties uh and the water does not pass through 
the pipes there it came out of the pipes and so they are delayed yeah we're looking at places like fulton 
county where atlanta is gwinnett county a major suburban community just outside atlanta cobb county as 
well this is an area of georgia that once put newt gingrich in congress and has now been completely 


transformed through people moving into the state through just demography and you've seen some of the 
most competitive congressional races in recent years held in that part of the country so there's a belief 
among the biden campaign and democrats in the state that if it 
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and democrats in the state that if it could happen two years ago if democrats could get elected uh to 
congress why couldn't the democratic presidential candidate play well not only congressional races but the 
stacey abrams gubernatorial race was very close in fact she still maintains that she may have won that race 
there were some irregularities and she did a tremendous job for the democratic party pulling out new voters 
and pumping things up in that area around atlanta if joe biden holds on or finds a way to a victory there uh in 
georgia it'll be on in large part because of what stacey abrams did all right ahead we're going to be talking to 
our voting and election law expert david becker important conversation there stay with us get some coffee 
[Music] welcome back already to the cbs news election headquarters in times square not sure what 
happened there but joining us to look at where things stand right now is cbs news elections and surveys 
director anthony salvato he is putting his earpiece in as we speak i can see he is now ready he's giving me 
the smile he's got the hands clasped what do you know anthony okay so what we know is there are five key 
toss-ups it's as of this moment and i am here with my good friend and colleague major garrett to break it 
down for you right so we're going to look at this map and what we're going to show you right now everything 
that's in white has not been projected that's the phraseology we use by cbs so even though we have arizona 
and nevada trending toward biden they're not officially projected so we'll leave them so this is essentially 
what the map is from an electoral vote perspective as we look at it now even though arizona and nevada 
leaning hawaii will probably go biden we're not filling those in but for the sake of the argument let's fill those 
in as they're trending toward biden and then show people what the map looks like okay so let's pull those into 
biden's column don't get away in hawaii we'll do that 
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don't get away in hawaii we'll do that and so then let's pause for a second so that's 244 216. now continue 
okay so what we really come down to at this point is a wisconsin whether that breaks for the president or 
breaks for joe biden okay that could get them closer all right major let's put it in the presence column for the 
second argument and michigan into joe biden's column for the sake of argument but also georgia right and 
georgia that's what happened look what happened yep 276 right and i want to show i want to turn on the 
electoral votes here just to show everybody how many electoral votes each of these states has because 
georgia with its 16 can trade off of course for michigan and what you're really seeing right now on the map is 
this eastern side democrats with still a couple of southern states in play as well as the upper midwest and if 
you put north carolina biden gets a little bit closer put it in trump the map begins to change so all of these 
things have yet to be counted bass ballots have been legally cast they've not been counted and i want to 
emphasize for the audience there is nothing pro-biden or pro-trump anti-biden or anti-trump by saying all the 
votes that have been legally cast should be counted saying that they haven't been counted doesn't mean 
we're holding back something that we know we actually don't know some of them are from republican areas 
some of them from democratic heritage when all this pans out the president could win right that's why they're 
toss-ups exactly and when it all pans out former vice president biden could win there is nothing about this 
process and saying you know what all the votes should be counted that have been cast that is trying to put 
the thumb on any scale it's just saying two things we don't know and all the ballots legally cast must be 
counted this is hardly the first night at the decision desk where we have stayed and waited and sometimes 
waited for ballots to be counted right and speaking of waiting in any one respect 
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speaking of waiting in any one respect is anything that is can you say anything that is leaning about these 
five toss-ups no they are true toss-ups and that's why we have them rated as such they are true toss-ups 
that's from anthony salvanto when they if they shift we will let you Know as soon as we know we'll show you 


the data as we have it and we will put that forward and as clear and direct a way as we possibly can all in 
real time so that's my camera anthony salvato i'm going to thank you because that's what it says right up 
there you are watching our cbs news 2020 american decides coverage i'm major garrett that's anthony 
salvano this is the big board i guarantee we'll be coming back here soon the cbs evening news with norah 
o'donnell weeknights on cbs as the day unfolds we're covering the bay area like no one else can when no

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[Music] welcome back to our special election coverage i am joined at the table by ed o'keefe and major 
garrett who are in short sleeves justifiably because it's been a very long evening for the two of you rolling 
them up yeah get going 7 p.m until present time i'm in a jacket as the new guy the reinforcements here and 
i'm already going to toss it to uh a correspondent in michigan and of course one of the five battleground 
states where a sizable share of ballots are still being counted at this hour and it is too soon to make a 
projection that correspondent is janet shamley and she is in the crucial area of detroit janet good morning to 
you what can you tell us good morning the michigan vote would appear to favor the president but joe biden 
says he is confident that it's going to go his way and if it's that's the case it's a flip from 2016 and he would 
increasingly need that happen to win president trump has roughly an eight point lead in michigan with just 
more than 70 percent of the vote counted the secretary of state tells us results likely won't be known until 
tonight and the race is expected to tighten once absentee ballots are counted wayne county which 
encompasses detroit has counted less than 40 percent of the vote it's traditionally a democratic county that 
went for hillary clinton in 2016. joe biden knew he would likely need to win here and based on exit polls he's 
counting on female and minority votes to bring him over the top this is likely to be one of the closest races in 
the country as it was in 2016 when president trump won by fewer than 11 000 votes if the president does win 
michigan again his path to the white house is increasingly likely the secretary of 
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is increasingly likely the secretary of state told us a few hours ago that we would probably know tonight but 
certainly well before the end of the week tony yeah a key point there less than 40 percent of the vote in 
wayne county which encompasses encompasses detroit uh has been counted there is a large outstanding 
number of ballots in that area i agree i think michigan is going to be very tight again it would appear we heard 
from the secretary of state will get results within 24 hours that was a revision from what she had said earlier 
and the 24-hour period though could be any moment now could be deep into tomorrow if you count depends 
on when you count your dawn i guess could already be tomorrow janet thank you very much the presidential 
race has been very close in wisconsin as well that is another state we are tracking uh one of those 
undecided battleground states and it's where we find our adriana diaz who is in milwaukee adriana good 
morning to you under normal circumstances with no pandemic and no election it would just be about closing 
time in the bars in milwaukee don't ask me how i know but i imagine now it is pretty quiet and pretty cold 
there where you are tony how do you know that well there's certainly none of that going on here tonight it is 
quiet here but they are working upstairs counting those ballots so far more than 80 percent of the vote is in 
here in wisconsin and right now trump is leading by a few percentage points but there are still votes to be 
counted um many of those votes are absentee ballots and we know from cbs news's battleground chakra 
poll that absentee voters are likely to be biden voters so that means biden could get a bump later on as all 
these votes come in but the question is will it make a difference here's what we do know based just on the 


three most popular states here in wisconsin dane county where wisconsin is that went to biden by a landslide 
we expected that but in waukesha county which is a suburb of milwaukee trump won there as expected but 
biden 
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trump won there as expected but biden outperformed and the reason why this is important is this is a key 
metric that democrats here were looking at to see how biden might do statewide we spoke to the chair of the 
democratic party here today and he said if biden gets anywhere from the mid 30s to the high 30s in 
waukesha county that means he could take the whole state biden got 38 percent of the vote in waukesha 
county but of course the state is still too close to call and the reason is because people are still voting people 
are still counting the votes in the building behind me here in milwaukee they counted 150 000 votes today 
alone they could only start at 7 am the count continues they have about 20 000 left here and county officials 
say don't expect any word until at least 5 a.m tony all right someone will be up wait we got ed o'keefe here 
central so 6 a.m eastern for those of you keeping track we will definitely keeping track yet thank you we will 
definitely we will definitely be up we will be we at cbs this morning we'll be getting around that hour uh and if 
you're probably if you're a frequent viewer of cbs this morning you're probably wondering who this guy is 
because you don't get up that early if you're up at this hour i'm tony decouple i was the uh relief team i came 
in uh at 3 a.m and we are still following the unfolding and yet to be decided presidential election and we are 
joined right now by cbs news contributor david becker who is an election law expert and the founder of the 
center for election innovation and research david good morning to you exactly the kind of expertise we need 
right now because we have a president claiming a fraud is being perpetrated and yet simultaneously we 
have what seems to be a normal process unfolding in several key states talk to us about uh the gap between 
what the president is saying and what we're seeing unfolding at this hour well here's what we know we know 
that there are about 20 million ballots still left to be counted nationwide we know that in the five toss-up 
states 
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we know that in the five toss-up states there are about five million ballots left to be counted and we know in 
states like georgia and wisconsin the margin right now is only about a hundred thousand votes and a lot of 
the counties that have the majority of ballots left to count are in for instance milwaukee and wisconsin around 
the atlanta and at suburbs in georgia and savannah and georgia and in michigan the margin is only about 
300 000 votes so we've got a lot of ballots left to count and i've been speaking with election officials both 
republicans and democrats who are working to count the ballots that were validly cast that's the most 
important thing and they're all committed to this it doesn't matter what party they belong to they know the 
rules were established beforehand the campaigns knew those rules and the election officials are now 
following those rules to count every validly cast ballot and for instance i talked to the republican city 
commissioner in philadelphia who's been doing just an amazing job al schmidt along with his colleagues and 
they still have a lot of votes still left to count in philadelphia and in a lot of those philadelphia suburbs so what 
we need to do is we need to ignore the noise that's coming from the white house they're trying to establish 
kind of a fraudulent fade accompli where we don't count the ballots that are cast and we're going to do that 
the election officials are going to make sure that's done and we might be in for a long haul here because the 
margins are so narrow and that's just what happens when we have margins this narrow david um when you 
talk to those people counting the ballots early this morning and you tell them what the president said what do 
they say well what's amazing is i didn't have to tell them what the president said a lot of them have actually 
gone on social media already and been very clear again the republican city commissioner al schmidt in 
philadelphia tweeted we are going to count all the votes um the secretary of state of georgia others have 
been saying the same thing they are going to count the votes that is their job they know how to do this the 
rules were set in advance of the 
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the rules were set in advance of the election we had a lot of litigation before election day that set the rules 
and now we're following those rules david major garrett talking about the rules having been said you and i 
have had this conversation but i think the audience would appreciate hearing it directly from you because 
there was so much litigation because the rules have been established if the jurisdictions follow the rules 
there isn't legal standing is there there really isn't i mean there might be some frivolous claims brought here 
or there and you can never say with absolute certainty that courts won't do something unusual but i think the 
rules have been pretty clearly set here and there's been reliance by voters upon those rules and that reliance 
is very very important once the voters understand certain rules and they reply rely upon them courts give that 
great deference and they've established those rules about when ballots have to be in by whether they have 
to be postmarked those kinds of things and right now the jurisdictions are doing a remarkably good job of 
following those rules it's just taking some time to get through this amazing volume of early and male votes 
hey did you have another question well all sorts of questions thank goodness we have david like on salary 
not on retainer charging on an hourly to stick around late into the night david i guess look i want to reiterate 
something the president had said earlier and it's important that we we repeat this because people are going 
to hear in news coverage later today the president said he's going to go to the supreme court and tell them to 
order states to stop voting he cannot do that right stop counting stop counting sorry stop i keep messing this 
up it's the hour to stop counting he cannot do that right that's right i mean he has to go through the lower 
court process first that it could either be through a federal or state court process and you can go up on 
appeal from either a state supreme court or from a federal court from the lower district courts to the circuit 
courts up to the supreme court that could take some time but again his claims need to be found to have 
some merit and right now there is just no question 
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and right now there is just no question what the election officials all around the country are doing even in the 
states that aren't toss-ups is they're still counting ballots that were cast today that were in time today and that 
they are they're going through the process they need to make sure they're validating every vote and that 
every vote will be counted and so when those margins are really narrow it makes us a little uneasy but it's a 
normal process because we have to wait till all those ballots are counted till we'll know who won all right well

earlier in the night has narrowed it has not vanished but it has narrowed and we don't expect that we'll be 
able to declare which party is going to control the senate any time in the next few hours take a look at what's 
remaining to be called at this hour i love that bring the senate chamber up out of the floor take a look at the 
right hand side of your screen these are all the republican senate seats that were up for re-election tonight 
you see a couple of blue squares there one is the democratic pickup in colorado where cory gardner the 
republican incumbent has been defeated and then in arizona we haven't called that race yet we haven't 
projected a winner but mark kelly the democrat former astronaut is likely to be declared the winner over the 
incumbent martha mcsally so that's two potential pickups for democrats but remember they need four or five 
in order to take control and there are only i thought it was three if they take the white house four if they don't 
you're right however if you go over to the left-hand side of your screen the democratic side you'll see one red 
square there that is because doug jones has lost we project his race and that seat will go to a republican so 
now democrats need one more seat and there are four races that we are still watching on the republican side 
so if they win two or three of those races then they'll be in good shape but it doesn't look so hot for them right 
now north carolina we have not declared a winner same problem that we're having in the in the presidential 
race uh there are still votes that need to be called i think that race is about 94 percent counted at this point 
tom tillis the republican incumbent has a two-point lead then you've got maine susan collins has a lead but 
only about two-thirds of the votes have been counted there so we really can't say anything meaningful about 
that race and then you've got those two georgia senate races the purdue race and the loftler race loffler 
definitely going to a runoff in january and we're 
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going to a runoff in january and we're still watching to see what happens with purdue very quickly i'm going to 
leave this over here and tell you a little bit about what's been going on in the house tonight because that's 
another really interesting story you know we went into the night projecting a lot of outlets were projecting that 
democrats would pick up more seats in the house maybe anywhere from eight to 18 seats well things are 
going in the opposite direction take a look at some of the races we've been watching tonight and we've been 
keeping a close eye on the 41 democrats who won in flipped seats two years ago they were the majority 
makers for the democrats but tonight some of them look like they're in danger of losing their seats so you've 
got debbie mccarsell powell in florida she's down to her republican challenger then let's go to uh go to iowa 
iowa one abby finkenauer democrats were so proud to pick up that seat back in 2018 but tonight she is 
trailing her republican challenger then in new york you know tony i'm sure you've seen the ads for max rose 
where he talks about the fact that um bill de blasio's the worst mayor in the world well take a look he's not 
doing so hot himself he is really trailing uh nicole maliotaka so that it's not looking good for him there either 
and then one more i want to point out to you is in uh is in oklahoma oklahoma five another big pickup for 
democrats uh kendra horn back in 2018 but we've already declared that uh that her challenger is going to be 
victorious tonight and so you know the story has really turned out very differently than what we expected 
when we went into the night all right but quickly nancy we we do think democrats will maintain control of the 
house yes republicans would have had to pick up 17 seats it doesn't look like they're going to do that but 
they're certainly in a better position than they were before but the other thing we're going to have to factor for 
is which party controls the delegation or has the majority delegation in each of these states potentially if we 
get to that 269 tuesday that is an

consistent with counting votes and letting the process play out let's see how many current republican office 
holders say something like that as the day progresses today given the returns we've seen so far in the 
senate we just heard from nancy cordes i cannot imagine many republican members of congress or or 
senate uh uh coming out and chastising the president the question also is what cost will he pay for the 
statements he has made you've got some former officials making comments but the votes are in they're just 
being tabulated now so it's not like voters can penalize them as well voters can't penalize them but this is a 
country in which what the president says and what a rival campaign where the votes haven't all been 
counted can do either in the court of public opinion or in any court where some litigation may arise now look 
that use has to play out look publicly they believe they will win right she says here we believe that joe biden 


will be the next president of the united states but to your point earlier if the polling was so incorrect in so 
many of these states where it looked like biden had a chance you and i stood right there many hours ago 
yesterday morning and made the point that the polls suggested joe biden had an advantage that 
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joe biden had an advantage that advantage has evaporated right in many states so what's to say that that 
polling advantage that we thought was there is going to be there once georgia north carolina pennsylvania

carolina and georgia all of them came into this night as toss-ups in our estimates and they are ending this 
night and rolling into the next day as toss-ups look here's wisconsin i want to be specific about what we are 
seeing in our estimates there are 648 000 ballots still outstanding they've been cast but they haven't yet 
been counted we are awaiting that michigan it's a similar story with a different number 1.6 million outstanding 
they've been cast elections officials have not given us those vote tallies in those reports and i'll pick another 
one here georgia which is really tight and here we've got a couple of large counties that have still yet to cast 
yet to count all their votes expected at 5.1 million still 400 000 many of them some of them anyway from 
some of the larger counties like dekalb let me see what's in here show you 80 82 000 there just as an 
example so you're getting a broader picture across the country in all these states there are still many ballots 
left to count and anthony where do things stand with pennsylvania are we getting results in um we haven't 
gotten too many of late by of late i mean within the last hour or so tony but one of the things we're watching 
here is that if i show you this 1.8 million still outstanding they are from all over the state so we don't know if 
they're republican votes or democratic votes but we can make some inferences if they're saying from 
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they're saying from philadelphia let me give you that as an example well only 48 of what we have expected 
there is counted still over 400 000 left to count there in the city of philadelphia as well i mean these could be 
ballots that are sitting there waiting to be counted they could be ballots they're in the mail we don't know 
we're going to find out so we've got 1.8 million in pennsylvania yet to be counted that's an estimate and the 
gap at present time between joe biden and uh president trump is how much i can't quite make it out from 
here yeah the gap here is about 700 000 votes 2.2 million 2.9 million but a lot of the counties here a lot of the 
counties here that you've seen are republican leaning counties however all night we've been following the 
story of the big big vote difference between people who cast votes early favoring joe biden and people cast 


votes on election day and what really turned out to be a republican turnout surge favoring the president can 
you zoom in on the philly region for a second yeah okay so we see montgomery county philadelphia itself 
delaware those are three places that biden expected to do well but he'd like to be winning chester and bucks 
counties oh yeah right well we don't know that he won't look so there's 106 to 107 so it's basically you know 
a razor's razor thin margin and still almost 100 000 votes still still to come and can you head up to scranton 
certainly can where joe biden was born in case you hadn't heard because he likes to mention at least nine 
times a day he's winning lackawanna
